DIFFICULT WATER MAIN LAYING AT MADISON 


Laying a Large Main in a Deep, Wet Trench—Work Complicated by Presence of Sewer, Water and 
Gas Mains—Cable Derrick Designed for this Work 


Tue Water Department of Madison, Wis., in 1908 
built a storage reservoir having a capacity of one million 
gallons to supplement an old reservoir about 1,000 feet 
distant which received the water directly from the 
pumps. The new reservoir was constructed on a low, 
marshy spot with its bottom 5 feet below the surface. 
‘To connect this with the old reservoir there was laid a 
20-inch cast-iron main 1,060 feet long, having a fall of 
one foot in the entire distance. As it seemed necessary 
not to carry this above the hydraulic gradient there was 
required a cut which reached 13% feet at its maximum 
depth. At the lower end the trench was 5 feet deep 
below the surface of the marsh. Ata distance of 425 
‘eet, where the depth was 10 feet, the trench entered an 
old lake bed where the excavation included a depth of 6% 
‘eet of quicksand carrying a large amount of water; 
which unfavorable soil continued through practically 
the entire remaining length of the line. This line fol- 


lowed a street in which was a 20-inch storm sewer and 
a suction main, the old trenches of which caused con- 
tinuous caving. Further on the difficulty was increased 
by the presence of water and gas mains. It was neces- 
sary to sheet the entire trench, carrying the sheeting 
two to three feet below the bottom. It was considered 
dangerous to use a steam pump for fear of withdrawing 
the quicksand from behind the sheeting, and hand pumps 
were used day and night. To resist the pressure of the 
quicksand 3-inch sheet planks were required 14 and 16 
feet long and braced at 3-foot intervals, one-half of 
which were left in the trench permanently. 

The ordinary derrick was not found adequate under 
such difficulties, and Supt. John B. Heim devised a four- 
leg saw-horse derrick with a traveler for handling the 
material. When the line reached the main thorough- 
fare even this was found to be inadequate. The pres- 
ence of a street railway track and the considerable traffic

along the main street necessitated more adequate facili- 
ties for handling earth and pipe, and Mr. Heim, knowing 
of no machinery in the market which met these demands, 
developed (with the assistance of the builder of the 
machine, Mr. Kupfer) a six-legged cable derrick 36 feet 
long, provided with four buckets and with two crank 
gears to raise and lower them and move them longi- 
tudinally. The same apparatus was used for lowering 
the pipe also, which weighed over a ton per length. The 
buckets were hung by a swivel and held by a spring. 
The excavated material was dumped directly from these 


onto the finished pipe. The length of the machine was 


sufficient, since it was not thought advisable to open . 


up more trench at a time than just enough for laying 
one length of pipe. The rate of laying averaged a length 
of pipe in 1% days. Only three men were used for 
excavating, but from 14 to 18 men at times were used 
putting the street into shape after backfilling. Over 
three months were consumed in laying 645 feet. 

Near the end of the line it cut diagonally across the 
street and in doing so passed under a 6, an 8 and a 12- 
inch water 16-inch suction main from the 
artesian wells, a gas main, two sewer mains and the 
street railway tracks; all at a depth of 1314 feet, 6%

of which were quicksand. 
of laterals from the mains were encountered; and at 
such points it was necessary to lower the pipe on a slant 
or in a perpendicular position; all of which was readily 
accomplished by the use of the machinery. Mr. Heim 
estimates that the use of this saved at least 15 men 
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which would have been required for handling dirt by 
platforms. With the saw-horse derrick it required three 
days to lay a pipe. In spite of the difficult construction, 
the tendency to caving behind the sheeting and other 
difficulties, the macadam street surface was left in good 
condition and at the opening of the present spring 
showed only a little settling here and there. 





SULPHUR IN COAL GAS 


Cause of Its Presence—Amounts Present—Objectionable 


Results Caused by It—Legal Restrictions in England 


and America—Flue Connections for Gas Stoves

NEARLY all coal contains some sulphur, and when coal 
is carbonized in retorts a part of its sulphur appears in 
the gas produced. 

In gas coals, the sulphur commonly ranges between 
five-tenths of one per cent and 2 per cent by weight, and 
if one per cent be taken as a mean figure, the coal will 
thus contain 20 pounds of sulphur per short ton. Varying 
portions of the sulphur in coal are converted into gas 
during the process of carbonization, depending in part 
on the chemical combinations in which the sulphur ex- 
ists, and in part on the temperature of the distillation. 

High heats at the retorts go with large production of 
gas per ton of coal, so that the greater the yield of gas 
from a given coal, the more sulphur it will contain per 
thousand feet, other factors being the same. Sulphur 
appears in coal gas as sulphuretted hydrogen, bisulphide 
of carbon and other minor sulphur compounds, and it is 
the bisulphide and compounds other than sulphuretted 
hydrogen that increase most rapidly with high retort 
temperatures. Working with the same coal, it has been 
found that an increase from 8,370 to 11,620 cubic feet 
of gas per ton more than doubled the amount of sulphur 
compounds other than sulphuretted hydrogen per thou- 
sand feet of gas produced. 

Crude coal gas may easily contain one pound of sul- 
phur per one thousand cubic feet, and if the system of 
purification in use removes only the sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, the bisulphide of carbon and other compounds 
of sulphur that remain may amount to one-tenth pound 
or more. 

When the gas is burned for illumination or heating, 
the contained sulphur appears in part as sulphur dioxide 
and in part as sulphuric acid, the proportions of these 
compounds varying with the conditions as to tempera- 
ture and moisture. Sulphur dioxide is a gas of un- 
pleasant odor and more or less detrimental to health, 
while sulphuric acid is not only highly irritating to the 
air passages and lungs of human beings, but is a very 
active agent in the corrosion and destruction of paintings 
and other works of art, textile fabrics, leather, and even 
inetal furnishings. There is reason to think also that 
the corrosion of these articles by sulphuric acid increases 
faster than the amount of this impurity introduced into 
the air by the combustion of gas. 
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Because of the hurtful and destructive action of the 
products of gas combustion, it has always been the prac- 
tice to purify gas of a large part of its sulphur before 
distributing it for use, and in many countries and States 
it has been found necessary to restrict by law the quan- 
tity of sulphur that gas sold to the public may contain. 

In England sulphur restrictions have often been enact- 
ed for particular gas companies, and have sometimes put 
the legal limit as low as 17 grains of sulphur per 100 
cubic feet of gas, besides prohibiting entirely the pres- 
ence of sulphuretted hydrogen. Massachusetts law 
fixes the maximum amount of sulphur that may be pres- 
ent in gas at 20 grains per 100 cubic feet, and forbids 
the presence of sulphuretted hydrogen in any amount 
whatever. 

Before the enactment of legal restrictions as to the 
amount of sulphur impurities in gas,-no little damage 
and inconvenience was experienced in some places be- 
cause of their presence, and even under these restrictions 
the use of gas for illumination increases the necessary 
amount of ventilation. In general, gas stoves and fires 
should have flue connections, or ventilation on a large 
scale should be provided where they are in use. 

At Ipswich, England, in 1883, before legal restrictions 
were applied to the sulphur that the gas might contain, 
the goods of some traders were damaged by the prod- 
ucts of gas combustion, and people refused to attend a 
certain church where it was used for illumination. 

Professor A. H. Church, F. R. S., Chemist to the 
Royal Society of Arts, London, in a recent report con- 
cerning the wall paintings in the Palace of Westminster, 
calls attention to the serious increase of sulphuric acid in 
London air, due to the use of coal and gas, and says: 

“This acid it is which constitutes the chief destructive 
agency at work on pictorial and other artistic produc- 
tions.” 

According to expert testimony given before a House 
of Commons Committee some two years ago, the amount 
of sulphur in certain gas was regulated by allowing it 
to take up the vapor of carbon bisulphide, and this gas 
was then burned in a room containing 3,200 cubic feet 
of air, and the results noted. <A fireplace was open in 
the room, but its doors and windows were closed, and 
10 feet of the gas was burned there, in each instance, 
during a period of two hours. When the gas burned 
contained at the rate of 30 to 40 grains of sulphur per 
100 cubic feet, the odor of sulphur dioxide was strong 
and unpleasant in the room, at the end of two hours, 
and with 70 to 80 grains per 100 feet of gas the resulting 
conditions were much worse. This experiment confirms 
the general observation that a moderate use of gas con- 
taining as much as 80 grains of sulphur per 100 cubic 
feet makes the air of an unventilated room unbearable. 

The rapid increase in the corrosive effects of the prod- 
ucts of gas combustion with an increase of the contained 
sulphur is illustrated by an experiment with inverted 
burners, three of which were operated during 1,200 
hours with gas that averaged between 40 and 50 grains 
of sulphur per 100 feet, while a like burner consumed gas 
of about 20 grains per roo feet, during nearly an equal 
number of hours. Each of the three burners used with 
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gas containing 40 and more grains of sulphur per 100 
feet was badly incrusted at the end of the test, and was 
estimated to have a life of only three years, while the 
burner used with gas having about 20 grains of sulphur 
per 100 feet was in much better condition and was esti- 
mated to last ten years. 

In a paper read recently before the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain, at Edinburgh, attention was 
called to a number of cases of damage from the sulphur 
compounds of the gas in that city, including a leather 
covered chair that sat near a gas stove, and copper ves- 
sels generally. A number of tests on Edinburgh gas for 
the purpose of determining the amount of sulphuric acid 
produced by its combustion were reported, and one of 
these tests showed 2/10 gram of this acid from 130 teet 
of the gas. On this basis it was computed that the an- 
nual consumption of 2,075,828,000 cubic feet of Edin- 
burgh gas would deliver fully three tons of sulphuric 
acid into the air. The authors of the paper concluded 
that as sulphuric acid formed by burning coal is one of 
the most destructive agencies to stone buildings, so sul- 
phuric acid from gas combustion has its damaging effect 
on interior furnishings. 

The most serious aspect of the sulphur question arises 
from the fact that the products of gas combustion, small 
as they are in amount compared with those of coal, are 
generally delivered into the air of buildings, and conse- 
quently drawn into the lungs of the occupants. Coal 
fires, on the other hand, are almost always connected 
directly with the outside air, so that their products of 
combustion are greatly diluted before they come in con- 
tact with human beings. [ven at this, the outside air 
of great cities is bad enough. How much worse for the 
throat and lungs must be the air of many dwellings, 
where gas lights, gas “cookers” and even gas “heaters” 
are employed, the two latter without flue connections, 
and all with little or no systematic ventilation. 





ELECTRO-CHEMICAL THEORY OF RUST 

IN Bulletin No. 35 of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, just issued, Allerton S. Cushman gives results and 
conclusions from investigations made by him of the 
cause and prevention of rust. The fundamental the- 
ory advanced is that steel corrosion is the result of 
electro-chemical action. Accepting this theory, the 
author investigated the effectiveness of various coat- 
ings in preventing rust. About fifty substances were 
tested, and of these zinc, barium and lead chromates 
made the best showing, while lampblack and graphite 
seemed to stimulate rather than inhibit rust. (Durabil- 
ity was not considered, and the conclusions apply to 
priming coats only.) Varnish and bitumens showed 
up especialy well. The author believes that concrete 
prevents corrosion because it contains free lime, and if 
this is washed out rusting becomes probable. Steel pipe 
immersed in soggy, sour clays can’ have its life pro- 
longed by the addition to the clay of 5 per cent of 
quicklime. Perfectly homogeneous steel, as free as 
possible from segregation, will resist rust without a 
protective coating, it being probable that.open hearth 
steel can be made to meet this description.

STREET PAVING IN CHICAGO 


Paving Under Control of Board of Local Improvements and 
Park Boards—Testing Laboratory—Latest Asphalt 
Specifications—Park Roads 


In Chicago the various Park Boards (which by the 
way are under the control of the State and not of the 
city) have charge of the building and maintenance of 
all thoroughfares in the parks and also of such boule- 
vards as may be in their districts. For instance, Michi- 
gan avenue is considered a boulevard and is under the 
control of the South Park Board. The construction 
of new pavements or a change in the kind of paving on 
all other streets is under the control of the Board of 
Local ee” of which Mr. J. B. Hittell is chief 
engineer of paving. The cost of such improvement is 
met by special assessment. The repair of paving not 
under the control of the Park Boards is done under the 
direction of the Street Department, of which Mr. M. J. 
Dougherty is superintendent. The expense of this is 
met in a large part by money received from vehicle 
taxation. 

The Board of Local Improvements maintains an as- 
phalt laboratory, a cement laboratory, a brick inspection 
and testing plant, and a department for testing the 
materials that make up wood block paving. At the 
asphalt laboratory an expert chemist makes tests of the 
refined asphalts, fluxes, combinations, asphaltic cements, 
etc. Under the direction of the chemist, four inspectors 
are placed at the various plants about the city who take 
samples and watch the progress of manufacture. These 
inspectors also keep a record of the number of loads 
sent out and the destination of each load. Inspectors 
under the Engineering Department are placed on each 
job and see that the work is properly done. They make 
a record of the number of loads and kind of material 
received and their report and the plant inspector’s re- 
port must check. No material is allowed on work un- 
less it is accompanied by an authorization from the 
plant inspector. A plat is made of the streets on which 
asphalt is used and on this is recorded the composition 
of the material entering into the pavement. This gives 
a means of comparison. 

In the matter of the cement used in paving great pre- 
cautions are taken. Any contractor receiving cement 
for use in city work is required to have it placed in a 
warehouse, where a city inspector collects samples and 
puts an official stamp on each twentieth bag or fifth bar- 
rel, and a record of these bags both as to location and 
number is kept. The stamps are changed yearly. Tests 
of the cement are made at the laboratory and any re- 


jected cement is ordered removed. That accepted is put 


under the charge of an inspector and none can be re- 
moved from the warehouse except under his supervision 
and accompanied by his bill of lading. Nine men are 
employed in the testing and shipping of the cement. 
Samples of brick are likewise taken and tested and 
must be approved before using. 
Likewise a testing department for wood block paving 
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is maintained and specifications, based on past experi- 
ence, are now being drawn covering the materials anc 
methods of laying. An inspector is placed at each point 
of manufacture who watches the work and has the pow- 
er of ordering changes or rejecting materials. He takes 
samples, which are forwarded to the city chemist for 
examination. Some of the requirements that will ap- 
pear in the specifications are as follows: 

All blocks shall be four inches in depth. At least 
twenty pounds of creosote must be impregnated in each 
cubic foot of the wood. The creosote must contain 
nothing that is volatile under 150° C.; not more than 5 
per cent shall be volatile up to 210° C.; between 210° 
C. and 235° C. 15 per cent is allowed, and from 235° C. 
to 325° C., 40 per cent. The tests shall be carried out 
along the lines recommended by the American Railway 
Engineering and Maintenance of Way Association. Only 
pure creosote oil without mixture of any kind will be 
allowed. The use of water gas tars and oil gas tars is 
not permitted. It must not contain more than 5 per 
cent of matter insoluble in benzine. The oil shall have 
a specific gravity of 1.1 at 25° C. 

In laying, a six-inch concrete foundation made 1-3-6 
shall be used, on top of which shall be placed a one-inch 
sand cushion. The blocks shall be laid at right angles 
with the curb with a one-half inch expansion joint every 
fifty feet and a longitudinal joint of one inch at each 
gutter line. All joints shall be filled with coal tar pitch. 

The specifications will also provide that the contractor 
must at all times, after manufacture and before laying, 
protect the blocks in such a manner that there shall be 
no checking. This means shipping in box cars instead 
of gondolas and covering piles of blocks with tarred 
paper, straw or some other suitable material. 

Since 1906 Mr. Hittell has been working on asphalt 
specifications in an effort to obtain the very best work 
for the city. All new contracts for asphalt pavements 
are let under these specifications, of which the follow- 
ing are the more important features: 

ASPHALT PAVING SPECIFICATIONS 

The foundation consists of six.inches of concrete 
composed of one part Portland cement, three parts sand 
or limestone screenings and six parts stone, slag or 
gravel; or old macadam may be used as a foundation, 
being first cleaned of all earth, and the upper layer be- 
ing broken up and resurfaced if necessary. If the mac- 
adam is too low it is raised by adding 1% inch lime- 
stone and screenings, flooded and rolled with a 1o-ton 


roller. 


Refined Asphalt—The refined asphalts to be used for paving 
mixtures herein required shall be derived in the following man- 
ner: 

1. By heating, if requiring refinement, crude, natural, solid 
asphalt, without the admixture of any other material, to 3 
temperature of not over 400° Fahr. until all the water has 
been driven off. Crude, natural, solid asphalt shall be construed 
to mean any natural mineral bitumen, either pure or mixed 
with foreign matter, from which, through natural causes in 
the process of time, the light oils have been driven off until it 
has a consistency harder than 100° penetration Dow machine 
at 77° Fahr. At least 98% per cent of its contained bitumen 
which is soluble in cold carbon bi-sulphide shall be soluble 11 
cold carbon tetra chloride. Such asphalt must melt readily 
upon the application of heat. In no case shall it be prepared 
at the refinery with any artificial product produced in any way 
from liquid bitumen or from any other material not bitumen. 
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2. By the careful distillation of California asphaltic petroleum 
with the aid of steam at a temperature not exceeding 600° Fahr. 
until the resulting residue has a consistency not harder than 40° 
penetration Dow standard at 77° Fahr. 

(a) The solid residue so obtained shall be soluble in carbon 
tetra chloride to the extent of 98% per cent. 

(b) Its bitumen shall yield upon ignition not more than 15 
per cent of fixed carbon. 

(c) When 20 grams of the material are heated for seven 
hours at a temperature of 325° Fahr. in a tin box 2% inches in 
diameter, after the manner officially prescribed, it shall not lose 
over 5 per cent by weight, nor shall the original penetration be 
reduced thereby over 50 per cent. 

3. By combining at the paving plant in uniform and fixed 
proportions which shall be satisfactory to the Board of Local 
Improvements, solid, natural asphalt and solid California residue 
as hereinbefore described. The refined, natural asphalt shall be 
derived from the crude, natural asphalt of the quality and in the 
manner specified before, except that when refined at the paving 
plant under the inspection of the Board of Local Improvements, 
the crude, natural asphalt may have added to it, if desired, as a 
partial fluxing, an amount of asphaltic or semi-asphaltic flux of 
the character and within the limit specified elsewhere herein. 
The proportions of the materials used in these mixtures, when 
once fixed, shall not be changed without notice to and the ap- 
proval of the Board of Local Improvements. In the use of 
these mixtures of refined asphalts for asphaltic cements, only 
asphaltic or semi-asphaltic fluxes shall be used. 

Flux.—The fluxing material may be a paraffine residuum, 2 
semi-asphaltic residuum or a California asphaltic residuum 
which shall be suitable to the asphalt to be used and to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Local Improvements. It shall be pre- 
pared without cracking and be free from water, coke or other 
impurities. 

The fluxes used must have a penetration greater than 350° 
Dow machine, with a No. 2 needle at 77° Fahr. under 50 
grams weight for one second. 

A natural Maltha may be used if it passes the heat and 
flash test specified under “a,” and all fluxes must, further- 
more, remain soft after heating for 7 hours at 400° Fahr. as 
specified. 
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(a) The paraffine residuum shall have a specific gravity of 
0.92 to 0.94 at 77° Fahr. It shall not flash below 350° Fahr. 
when tested in a New York State Closed Oil Tester, and shall 
not volatilize more than 5 per cent of material when heated 
7 hours at 325° Fahr. in a tin box 2% inches in diameter as 
officially described. Residue after heating shall flow at 77° 
Fahr. and shall show no coarse crystals. 

(b) Semi-asphaltic residuum shall have the same general 
characteristics as paraffine residuum except that it shall have 
a specific gravity of 0.94 to 0.98 at 77° Fahr. 

(c) Asphaltic residuum shall have the same general charac- 
teristics as paraffine residuum except that the specific gravity 
shall not be less than 0.98 nor more than 1.04 at 77° Fahr. 

Asphaltic Cement.——The asphaltic cement prepared from the 
materials above designated shall be made up from the refined 
asphalt or asphalts, and flux where flux must be used, in such 
proportions as to produce an asphaltic cement of a suitable 
degree of penetration. The proportion of the refined asphalts 
comprising the cement shall in no case be less than 40 per cent 
by weight. 

When the weight of fluxing agent in the asphaltic cement 
exceeds 20 per cent thereof, asphaltic or semi-asphaltic flux 
shall be used. The semi-asphaltic flux, in such case, must have 
a gravity of not less than 0.96 at 77° Fahr. 

The refined asphalts and flux comprising the asphaltic ce- 
ment shall, when required, be weighed separately in the pres- 
ence of the authorized inspectors or agents of the Board of 
Local Improvements. 

The refined asphalt and flux used in preparing the cement 
shall be heated together in a kettle at temperatures ranging 
from 250° to not over 325° Fahr., and be thoroughly agitated 
when hot by air, steam or mechanical appliances, until the 
resulting cement has become thoroughly mixed into a homo- 
geneous mass. The agitation must be continued during the 
entire period of preparing the mixtures. All asphaltic cement 
injured by overheating will be condemned. The cement shall 
always be of uniform consistency, and if any portion should 
settle in the kettles between intervals of using the same, it 
must be thoroughly agitated before being drawn for use. 

The asphaltic cement shall have a penetration of from 40° 
to 90° Dow standard, which shall be varied within these limits

Spreading Tarvia by bucket, brooming it in and covering with screenings 
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to adapt it to the particular asphalt used in the paving mixture 
and the traffic and other conditions of the street. 

_(a) When 20 grams of the asphaltic cement of the penetra- 
tion to be used in the paving mixture shall be heated for 7 
hours at a temperature of 325° Fahr., in an oven as officially 
specified, there must not be volatilized more than 5 per cent of 
material, nor shall the original pentration be reduced thereby 
over 60 per cent. 

_ (b) The bitumen of the asphaltic cement shall give, upon 
ignition, not more than 15 per cent of fixed carbon. 

(c) The asphaltic cement shall not contain more than 3 per 
cent of paraffine scale, determined according to official meth- 
ods. 

(d) The specific gravity of the asphaltic cement as used in 
the paving mixture shall, at 77° Fahr., be greater than unity. 

Preparation of Asphaltic Concrete Binder—Asphaltic con- 
crete binder shall be prepared as follows: 

The binder stone, as above specified, and coarse sand shall 
be heated to from 250° to 325° Fahr., in suitable appliances 
and placed in separate bins. The stone and sand shall be 
measured off separately and then be mixed, with sufficient 
asphaltic cement prepared as heretofore specified, in such pro- 
portions that the resulting aggregate will contain by weight 
material passing a No. 10 mesh screen between 30 and 4o 
per cent and bitumen in quantity from 5 to 8 per cent of the 
entire mixture. The concrete thus prepared shall be a compact 
mass containing a minimum of voids. In lieu of the above, 
where available, old asphaltic surface paving mixtures may be 
used in combination with the binder stone, such mixtures hav- 
ing been previously crushed or disintegrated by steam and 
augmented with at least one per cent of fresh asphaltic cement, 
so that when combined the resulting concrete shall form an 
equally compact mass and correspond as to aggregate passing 
a No. 10 mesh screen and its contained percentages of bitumen 
with the requirements for the mixture previously specified. 

Note:—Inasmuch as the percentage of bitumen soluble in 
cold carbon bi-sulphide in the asphaltic concrete binder will 
depend upon the grading of the aggregate, the proportions of 
the materials used in the above may be varied by the Board 
of Local Improvements, but only within the limits designated. 

Laying Asphaltic Concrete Binder—The asphaltic concrete 
binder shall be brought to the work in wagons, covered with 
canvas or other suitable material, and upon reaching the street 
shall have a temperature of 250° to 325° Fahr. It shall then be 
placed upon the street and raked to a uniform surface to such 
a depth that, after being rolled and thoroughly compacted, it 
shall have a thickness of 1% inches. The surface, after com- 
pression, shall show at no place an excess of asphaltic cement, 
and any spot covering an area of one square foot or more show- 
ing an excess of asphaltic cement shall be cut out and replaced 
with other material. Smaller spots may be dried by the use 
of stone dust and smoothers. Any asphaltic concrete binder 
broken up during the process of laying must be removed and 
replaced with new material. 

Asphaltic Surface Mixture or Wearing Course.—The surface 
mixture shall consist of asphaltic cement, Portland cement and 
sand proportioned by weight so that the resulting mixture 
will contain average proportions of the whole mixture as 
follows: 

Bitumen soluble in cold carbon bi-sulphide. .10.5% to 13.0% 

Portland cement passing a No. 200 sieve...12.0% to 18.0% 


Sand passing a No. 80 sieve............... 18.0% to 36.0% 
Sand passing a No. 40 sieve............... 30.0% to 50.0% 
Sand passing a No. 10 sieve............... 8.0% to 20.0% 


Sieves to be used in the order named. 

The item designated as “Portland cement passing a No. 200 
sieve” within the limits named herein, includes fine sand pass- 
ing a No. 200 sieve not exceeding 3 per cent of the total mix- 
ture, and such 200-mesh mineral dust naturally self-contained 
in the refined asphalt. 

The sand and the asphaltic cement shall be heated separately 
to about 300° Fahr. The Portland cement shall be mixed with 
the hot sand in the required proportions, and then these shall 
be mixed with the asphaltic cement at the required temperature, 
and in the proper proportions in a suitable apparatus, so as to 
effect a thoroughly homogeneous mixture. Sand boxes and 
gauges shall be weighed in the presence of inspectors as often 
as may be desired. 

The proportion of asphaltic cement shall at all times be de- 
termined by actual weighing with scales attached to the as- 
phaltic cement bucket. 

The Portland cement and sand must also be weighed unless 
a method of gauging approved by the Board of Local Im- 
provements shall be used. 

The sand gradings and bitumen may be varied within the 
limits designated in the discretion of the Board of Local Im- 
provements. 

Laying Wearing Surface.-—The asphalt wearing surface shall 
be hauled to the work in wagons provided with a canvas or 
other suitable cover. It shall leave the plant at a temperature 
between 250° and 325° Fahr., as suitable for the asphalt used. 
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Upon arrival at the street it shall be dumped at such distance 
from the work that all of the mixture must be turned and dis- 


tributed to the place where it is to be raked. It shall be spread, 
while hot, to such depth upon the asphaltic concrete binder, 
which must be thoroughly dry, free from dirt, leaves or other 
foreign matter, that after receiving its ultimate compression 
by rolling, it shall have a thickness of 2 inches and the pave- 
ment be free from checks and honeycomb. The initial com- 
pression must be effected by means of a small roller, after 
which a small amount of hydraulic cement shall be swept 
over the surface. The final compression shall be effected by a 
ten-ton roller, or the equivalent of not less than 250 pounds 
per running inch width. Rolling must be steadily kept up and 
continued until all roller marks shall disappear and the surface 
shall give indication of no further compressibility. 

Where necessary to make the gutters impervious to water a 
width of 12 inches next to the curb shall be coated with hot 
asphaltic cement and smoothed with hot smoothing irons in 
order to saturate the pavement with excess of asphalt. 


Paving Work OF THE PARK BOARDS 

SOUTH PARK BOARD—Information from Linn White, 

E nginecr. 

Jackson Boulevard was covered with sheet asphalt by 
the old Bermudez Company about eleven years ago. This 
pavement has stood the wear about the best of any sheet 
asphalt under the South Park Board, but the traffic 
is so heavy that frequent repairs are necessary. At 
the intersection of State street and Jackson boulevard 
it is sometimes necessary to relay the pavement twice a 
year. 

Michigan avenue from Congress street south to Twen- 
ty-second street was paved by the Barber Asphalt Co. 
with Trinidad asphalt. This section is probably the 
most heavily traveled by automobiles of any street in 
the city. Much oil from the machines has dripped on 
this. The oil, together with the ironing action of auto- 
mobiles, has seemed to lengthen the life of and im- 
prove the condition of this pavement. Little repairing 
has been necessary. 

The block on Michigan avenue in front of the Audi- 
torium Hotel was paved with Republic creosoted wood 
blocks in 1g00. These have stood the wear in excellent 
shape and are apparently in as good condition now as 
when laid. The expansion of the blocks has pushed the 
east curb, which is unsupported by adjacent walks, 
slightly out of plumb. Under certain atmospheric con- 
ditions and at certain times of year this pavement be- 
comes slippery and has to be sanded. 

Wood blocks have also been used between the rails 
of street car tracks where they crossed boulevards. These 
have been successful when the blocks have been used 
soon after being received and before they had a chance 
to dry out. Where the blocks were not used for some 
time and were piled on the sides of the street, they 
showed a tendency to buckle after being laid. 

The so-called Mineral Rubber Paving was tried dur- 
ing the past summer and so far has given very satisfac- 
tory results. 

Warren Brothers bitulithic paving was laid on two 
stretches in 1907 and seems to be wearing well. When 
first laid there was a slight tendency to flow toward the 
gutters under traffic, but this has entirely stopped. 

Grouting a macadam surface was also tried, but did 
not give satisfactory results. A four-inch surface of 
concrete was also tried using broken stone. This wore 


unevenly. Where cinders were used in a similar treat- 
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ment the results were better, but it was not deemed wise 
to continue its use. 

Using Tarvia in the usual way on macadam has been 
tried quite extensively and apparently with the best re- 
sults for the money expended. However, this has to be 
renewed each year which is something of a drawback. 
Tarvia has also been used in a special treatment which 
consisted in cleaning and scarifying the road, then fill- 
ing up the voids with Tarvia and covering with fine 
crushed stone and finally rolling thoroughly. This 
method has proved fairly satisfactory. 

The ideal method of making roadways which will 
give durability and retain the advantages of macadam, 
at a reasonable cost, has not yet been found. 

LINCOLN PARK—Information from Myron H. West, 

Superintendent. 

Sheet asphalt is not particularly good for parks and 
boulevards because it is slippery and noisy. Macadam, 
as it has been built in the past, will not stand up under 
present-day traffic. Surface treatments have been tried, 
using paraffine oils, oil emulsions, Tarvia and other sim- 
ilar preparations and calcium chloride. This last keeps 
the dust down and saves money over the use of water. 

In Lincoln Park the use of the Mineral Rubber Pav- 
ing has been tried. This is in the nature of an asphaltic 
concrete. Some question has been raised as to whether 
or not this infringed the Warren patents, but the gen- 
eral impression seems to be that it does not. 

A new process that was tried during the past summer 
is being watched with considerable interest. This con- 
sists in scarifying the roadway and covering with a 
layer of 3-inch crushed stone. The interstices were filled 
with hot Sarco asphalt and the roadway immediately 
covered with hot torpedo san’. While still hot the 
surface was rolled, forcing the sand down into the voids. 
Additional sand was added from time to time until none 
of the asphalt came to the surface. This method of 
treatment was said to have cost about 78 cents per 
square yard and its life is estimated at eight years. At 
some future time we will give a more detailed account 
of this pavement. Tarvia also has been used in a sim- 
ilar manner on some of the Lincoln Park drives. 
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GARBAGE REDUCTION AT VINCENNES 


Plant Recently Placed in Operation—Reinforced Concrete 
Building—Arrangement of Plant—Method ot 
Operating—Terms of Contract 


THE latest addition to the garbage disposal plants of 
the country has been completed recently at Vincennes, 
Ind., to replace one which was burned some time ago. 
The plant was built for the Vincennes Sanitary Com- 
pany by the United States Construction and Utilization 
Company of Rochester, N. Y. The improved Wiselogel 
system is employed. 

The building is of reinforced concrete 43 by 92 feet 
to centers of outside walls. The concrete was made of 
Lehigh Portland cement and washed gravel and sand. 
Forms 10 feet high were set in place, the concrete 
poured and allowed to harden, and then the forms were 
raised. The building is divided into three sections, 27 
feet 6 inches, 27 feet 6 inches and 32 feet 6 inches, re- 
spectively, extending the full width of the building. 
The forward section has three floors, one a half base- 
ment, while the other two sections have two floors each. 
The exterior walls of the building are 10 inches thick 
to the top floor and 8 inches above that, reinforced by 
I-inch bars spaced 4 feet apart. Pilasters spaced 14 
feet 6 inches apart help strengthen the walls and serve 
as a support for the roof. These pilasters are 24 by 24 
inches to the level of the top floor, and are reinforced 
by four I-inch bars. From this point up the pilasters 
are 18 by 24 inches and reinforced by three 1-inch 
rods. The cross-walls dividing the rooms are 12 inches 
thick to top floor, then 8 inches to roof, and are also 
reinforced by vertical 1-inch rods spaced 4 feet on 
centers. The floor girders are supported on latticed 
steel columns spaced 10 feet 6 inches on centers. The 
floors are made up of I-beams supporting corrugated 
metal arches, which in turn are covered with concrete. 
The metal roof is supported on structural steel trusses. 
The inclined ramp leading to the top floor is supported 
by latticed steel columns spaced 12 feet on centers. 

All floors are of concrete and graded to drain basins 
to carry off the wash water. These basins drain to a 
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sewer system, which is one of the unique and important 
parts of the plant. Near the four corners of the build- 
ing are four septic tanks, and all water and waste liquors 
must pass through these four tanks. By this means the 
waste is considerably purified before being discharged 
into a nearby stream, and moreover, the accumulated 
sludge is to be saved and utilized. 

The mechanical equipment of the building consists of 
two 100-horsepower Atlas tubular boilers, one 45- 
horsepower Sinker-Davis engine, two rendering tanks, 
one hydraulic press, one Eureka drier, receiving and 
settling tanks, elevators, grinders, condensers, etc. 


HANDLING OF THE MATERIAL 


The garbage wagons enter the top floor of the build- 
ing by means of the ramp previously mentioned. In 
the front room of this floor are located the office and 
scales, on the latter of which all garbage will be 
weighed. Passing to the middle room, the wagons 
dump the garbage directly into one of two rendering 
tanks. Dead animals are brought in in the same way, 
except that they are delivered to the rear room, which 
is used as an abattoir, where the skins are removed. 
The bodies are then put in the rendering tank and 
handled with the rest. 

When full, the rendering tanks are sealed, and from 
then until the finished product is delivered the garbage 
is not exposed to the air or light. Steam from the boil- 
ers is delivered to the tanks and the mass is cooked for 
about three hours, being continually agitated meantime 
At the expiration of this 
time the fats and greases have been thoroughly re- 
moved from the animal and vegetable matter. All the 
vapors and gases from the rendering tanks are carried 


by means of a revolving reel.

by pipes, first to condensers, where any entrained solids 
are removed, and then by rotary blowers to the combus- 
tion chambers of the boiler furnace, where they are 
completely burned before passing to the stack. 

After the garbage is completely cooked it is dis- 
charged to a Rochester hydraulic press, where the liquor 
is pressed out and flows through pipes to four settling 
tanks in the basement room. These tanks are of steel, 
5 by 10 by 2 feet. Here the grease separates from the 
water and is pumped to storage tanks. The water is 
discharged to the sewer, which conducts it to the septic 
tanks previously mentioned, where further reclamation 
is accomplished. The mass is pressed hot, thus making 
it possible to extract more liquor than would be the case 
if handled cold. 

After all the liquor is extracted the mass passes to a 
Eureka drier, where complete evaporation of the con- 
tained moisture takes place, the mass being agitated 
while drying. The sludge from the septic tanks also is 
dried here. After being thoroughly dried and sterilized 
the material is elevated to storage bins. A separate 
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drier is provided for handling night soil, of which there 
will be a considerable amount, as the city of Vincennes 
has no sewers at present. All vapors and gases driven 
off are carried to the furnace, as are those from the 
rendering tank. All the dry material is used as a base 
for fertilizer. The greases extracted are used in the 
manufacture of soaps and lubricating greases. 

This plant will have a capacity of 30 tons per day. 
In construction it is on the most modern line of sanitary 
disposal. The floors and walls will be washed daily, 
and the plant is to be handled in a thoroughly sanitary 
manner, calculated to prevent nuisance of any sort. It 
is also so located, being one mile southwest of the city, 
that if noxious odors should escape there will be no 
near residents to be inconvenienced thereby. 

Three men will be required to handle the plant—a 
foreman to weigh the garbage and handle the grease, 
a man to skin dead animals and do the necessary clean- 
ing, and an engineer to operate the machinery. 

Vincennes is a city of some 15,000 population. It 
owns five teams, which are used in garbage collection. 
Collections are made three times weekly. The contract 
entered into between the city and the Sanitary Com- 
pany provides that the city shall deliver all garbage at 
the plant. Also the city shall pay the company $800 per 
year for the first four years, $1,000 a year for the next 
four years, and $1,200 per year for the last two years of 
a 10-year contract. The company has the right to 
handle material other than that furnished by the city, 
should it desire to do so. 





ADVICE ON TREE PLANTING 

Ciries throughout the country are coming more and 
more to realize that the best way to secure the beauti- 
fying of their streets by trees and shrubbery is to arouse 
and enlist the interest of the citizens themselves. This 
is much better than for the city to do the work itself, 
as it at the same time makes better citizens and secures 
more effective and continuous care and maintenance of 
the shrubbery. Several cities are appreciating that an- 
other step is desirable and that the furnishing of advice 
and direction to individual effort is necessary for the 
best result. A number of cities have appointed a city 
forester, in whose charge such matters are placed, and 
in some states, as in Massachusetts, a state forester is at 
the service of cities desiring advice. In Chicago a city 
forester was appointed May 1, Mr. Jacob H. Prost, and 
some idea of the scientific way in which the duties of 
the position are to be performed is indicated by the fact 
that the soil and atmospheric conditions have been 
studied, not only of the city as a whole, but of the sev- 
eral districts. It is Mr. Prost’s idea to divide the city 
into zones and inform the residents of each concerning 
what trees will best thrive there. Propinquity to the 
lake, whether the soil is sandy or clayey, whether the 
paving is practically continuous as in the business sec- 
tion or occupies but a part of the roadway, the danger 
from escaping gas under air-tight pavements and the 
‘arying amounts of soot in the atmosphere—all these 
are to be considered in deciding upon the details of 


planting in the several districts. 
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PROBLEMS IN STREET GRADES 


Editor MuNiciPpAL JOURNAL AND ENGINEER, 
231-241 West Thirty-ninth street, New York City. 

Dear Sir:—Your editorial and your correspondent’s letter on 
“Problems in Street Grades” was interesting. This question is 
one that has interested me for several years. So much so that 
I have formed the habit of standing on street corners, in what- 
ever city I may happen to be, to study conditions. 

In my own practice I have arrived at the conclusion that there 
is no fixed rule or set of rules whereby all conditions may be

As a general rule the solutions mentioned in your editorial 


will be the best. I use the block corner at the curb for the 


grade point. Coming down hill, I increase the pitch of the 
walk slightly and increase the height of the curb on the uphill 
side. It is usually better to keep the center of crown midway 
between the curbs. This is especially true in case there are 
trolley tracks. The curve of the crown can be eased off on the 
uphill side thus reducing the amount of crown slightly; on the 
downhill side the crown can be increased. A low curb on the 
downhill side will complete the work and it is surprising how 
much can be gained by easing off these sections. 

On a residence street where there is a parkway it is better 
practice to put in a surcharged curb on the uphill curb. It is 
then possible to put in the street, usually, without having to 
ease or increase the crown curvature. There should be no diffi- 
culty about the future widening of walk in either direction 
if the original grade be properly established. This can be done 
by taking into consideration the building grade at the start. In 
my own practice I fix the elevation of the walk, either side, by 
the intersection of two grade lines—namely, the line from the 
building to the curb, falling at the rate of one-quarter of an 
inch to one foot as a minimum, and the grade line of the street 
proper. If this be done it does not matter how wide the walk 
is or, within reasonable limits, how much it is widened. There 
is always slope to the walk and, as the building has been taken 
into consideration in the first place, there will be no hardship 
to the property owner. 

There is one thing which many engineers do not appreciate 
which causes much trouble between property owner and engi- 
neer. The natural grade to any street is a cycloid curve. No 
matter how hilly or flat the country may be, the original cross- 
section was a cycloid. This is Nature’s own grade. If this 
fact had been thoroughly understood by municipal engineers in 
the past there would not be so many suits for damages arising 
from changes in grade. 

On streets with very steep grades it becomes necessary to 
terrace as your correspondent suggests. There are at least two 
good reasons why this is better. Teams coming up the hill 
find a resting place on the shoulder, and it is better for the 
drainage. On a steep hill the run off in the gutters is very 
rapid. In case the hill is long the wave down the gutter should 
be deflected at the intersecting streets, thus preventing the 
scouring of the pavement by masses of water moving at great 
velocity. I do not like the idea of sloping a street all one way. 
If there are trolley tracks there is a tendency for heavy wagons 
to slide toward the tracks, increasing probable accidents, besides 
wearing the pavement. In terracing it is better to make the 
uphill gutter deep and use large inlets set at frequent intervals. 
Most of the surface water must be handled by the uphill gutter. 

To repeat: Every street intersection requires a different 
solution. Too many engineers are tied down to an office solu- 
tion. There are so many factors in the problem, especially in an 
old city with building grades and drainage more or less estab- 
lished, that more can be done in a short time in the field than 
during hours of fussing in the office. It is easy enough to 
record the result. 

Why not publish some concrete problems of this nature and 
ask for solutions? These could be either photographs or draw- 
ings of conditions as they exist. It would then be possible to 
do more than generalize.

The National 
Conference, held in Washington, D. C., last month, ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange for a more complete

American Society of Landscape Architects, League of 
American Municipalities, American Civic Association 
and National Conference of Charities and Corrections. 
These societies are devoted to consideration of the hu- 
manitarian, esthetic and administrative features of mu- 
nicipal life and government, but none contains, unless 
by chance, any one with a knowledge of municipal en- 
gineering. We believe this is all wrong, and that at 
least an equal number of engineering societies should 
be represented on such a committee. This condition is 
largely the fault of the engineers themselves, and we 
urge these to take an interest in this subjct' with which 
their work is so intimately connected. Until they do so 
we doubt whether the general public will co-operate in 
the movement for city planning, or appreciate that it 
is intensely practical, when properly considered, and 
not merely the visioning of the dilettantes. 
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CONCRETE SEWER APPURTENANCES 


Untit this year the city of Reno, Nev., has con- 
structed its sewer appurtenances of brick. Now, how- 
ever, they have decided to adopt concrete for the con- 
struction of manholes and catch basins, and the standard 
plans of these are shown herewith. The round bottom 
of the catch basin should facilitate complete cleaning ; 
it is a question whether it would not also cause most of 
the deposits to be washed out into the sewer by the 
inflow from a heavy rain. 

City Engineer H. B. Maxson writes that the change 
from brick to concrete was made because “the latter 
form of construction is much more easily built, as well 
as from ten to twenty per cent cheaper.”

ROADS AND PAVEMENTS 


Ohio Planning New State Highways Law 


Columbus, O.—Definite plans have been made by the 
Ohio Good Roads Federation for the introduction of a bill 
in the Legislature next winter carrying complete and ex- 
haustive provisions for a permanent State aid good roads 
system throughout Ohio, under State supervision. One of 
the prime features is to be that all roads constructed and 
repaired through State aid shall be perpetually maintained, 
and that penalties shall be inflicted if this is not done. 
Another important provision will be that no State money 
shall be used for pike repair, until all designated thorough- 
fares within a county shall have been taken over by the 
State. By “taken over” is meant a placing under the State 
Highway Department for repair and maintenance. The 
bill to be framed also will provide for a thorough mapping 
out of the highways oi the State; a proper designation of 
the highways to be improved; supervision by the State 
Highway Department of all construction and repair; estab- 
lishment of a laboratory for the testing of road-making 
material. 


Arbor-Covered Walks for Parkway 


Philadelphia, Pa.—Mayor Reyburn’s idea of having cov- 
ered walks or pergolas for the Parkway is to be carried out. 
There will be one on each side of the Parkway, the south 
pergola to be 12 feet wide, the north one 13 feet. The 
plans call for cypress-wood pillars, to be built from Logan 
Square to Twenty-fifth street, at a distance of 10 feet apart. 
The pillars will be 11 feet high, and will support a slanting, 
red-tiled roof. Shelter houses are to be situated at con- 
venient intervals. The structure will be temporary, so that 
it can be moved at will, as the lines of the Parkway are 

hanged. The Mayor’s pergolas will cost money, as is 
‘-videnced by the fact that the American Pipe and Construc- 
tion Company submitted a bid for $46,800, while Henry E. 
Baton offered to do the work for $37,807. In addition, there 
will be the cost: of grading, for which unit prices were 
submitted 

Guarantee for Pavements Cut 


Rochester, N. Y.—At a special meeting of the Board of 
Contract a resolution offered by Corporation Counsel 
\Villiam W. Webb was adopted, fixing a term of tive years 
is the limit for the guaranteeing of pavements by contract- 
ors. Formerly the contractors were required to guarantee 
pavements for a term of 10 years. The resolution stated 
that the surety companies which have issued bonds for 
ontractors, guaranteeing pavements to the city for 10 
years, have served notice on City Engineer Edwin A, Fisher 
that they will not issue such bonds in the future for a 
period of more than five years. Mr. Fisher explained that 
the city would still be protected in cases where a 10-year 
euarantee would be required, as the city reserves 10 per 
ent of the contract price as a protection against defective 
vork, 

Streets to Be Properly Marked Before Acceptance 


Trenton, N. J—An ordinance has been recently passed 
relating to the marking of street lines. It reads as follows: 

Section 1. That before any street is hereafter accepted by the 
ity, the lines of said street shall be clearly defined by substantial 
orner stones constructed in the following manner: 

1. The top of all corner stones shall be set, not more than three 
3) inches, below the established grade of the curb; such stones to 
e set at each angle and at all points of intersection with other 
treet lines. 

2. Street stones shall be at least three (3) feet in depth and four 
!) inches square. They shall be set on a line parallel with the 
rue property line and at the distance of six (6) feet therefrom. 

Section 2. Any person who shall remove, deface or destroy any 
orner stone located as aforesaid shall forfeit and pay the penalty 
it twenty dollars for each and every such offense. 


Will Pave No More with Local Bricks 


Macon, Ga.—It is not likely there will be any more paving 
with home-made bricks for some time to come. Although 
an ordinance is in effect to pave Washington avenue, Chair- 
man Bright, of the Street Committee, said that the local 
material would not be used. The brick, which are merely 
building brick burned hard, are irregular in quality and not 
suitable for street purposes. 


Would Do Assessment Paving with Municipal Plant 


Columbus, O.—The Board of Public Service would like 
to pave streets, the cost of which is assessable against 
property owners, with the municipal asphalt plant. It is 
suggested that the grading, curb setting, and perhaps con- 
creting, could be done by contract and the surface laid by 
the city forces. The City Solicitor has been asked his 
opinion, 


Bascule Trunnion Bridge Wrecked 


New Orleans, La.—With a terrific crash, the span of the 
steel bascule trunnion bridge in course of construction at 
the Esplanade street end, crossing Bayou St. John, snapped 
in twain, and the heavy superstructure fell into the bayou, 
effectually closing navigation of that waterway for some 
time to come. Five men-were injured, one of them fatally, 
and the structure was materially damaged. The contract 
price for its erection was $50,000. The bridge had been 
under construction for some time, and the contractors were 
making every effort to have it all complete and in service 
by the 4th of July next, with every promise of success until 
the accident. 

A glance at the wreckage would cause surprise, for the 
large iron stringers which extend along the length of the 
bridge and over the pit dug and cemented for the counter- 
poise were snapped short off near the axle, or trunnion, not 
one or two, but every one of them, some twelve or fourteen 
in number. Large pieces of steel, eight to twelve inches 
in width and perhaps two inches thick, were twisted and 
curled up as if they were wooden shavings, while iron rods 
and steel plates were broken as if made of glass. The 
span itself lay across the channel left for the passage of 
vessels, the broken end, or that nearest the city side, resting 
on the foundations below, while the other end lay in the 
water partly and partly on the shore, where a cement 
foundation had been built to receive it. The pit itself was 
littered with débris from the bridge and portions of the 
derricks and foundations on the eastern or city end of 
the bridge.

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WOOD PULP LIQUOR USEFUL FOR ROADS 


Refuse Which Formerly Polluted Rivers Now Serves Good 
Purpose—New Yorkers Benefit by Jersey Discovery 


Newark, N. J—The Essex County Park Commission be- 
lieves that it has found the most serviceable and at the 
same time the simplest road preserver and dust eliminator 
in a cheap preparation which is made from wood pulp, and, 
mixed with water, is spread on the roads by means of an 
ordinary sprinkler. The material has been tried on the 
roads of Orange Park with great success. The mixture, 
while holding the surface together, hardens it and resists 
the wear of automobiles. 

New York, N. Y.—After battling for ten years to prevent 
pollution of the lakes and rivers of New York by the dis- 
charge of wood pulp refuse from paper mills in the water- 
ways, Edward Hatch, Jr., has been successful, as he has 
been informed that the J. & J. Rogers sulphite pulp mills, at 
Au Sable Forks, have found excellent use for the refuse 
material formerly turned into the river, and that the pollu- 
tion has ceased. The effluent, which formerly contained 
poisonous acids which killed the fish and rendered the 
water unfit for use, creating a nuisance for 32 miles from 
its source, is now reduced to a syrup-like fluid for casting 
cores in iron foundries. It ts also being used for road 
dressing in several counties in New Jersey. There are 1555 
pulp mills in New York State, many of them using the 
sulphite process. Mr. Hatch is convinced that the pulp 
mill owners will withdraw opposition to legislation for the 
purification of streams and that pollution from this source 
will soon cease. 


Paving Company Threatens City 


Oakland, Cal.—A representative of the Warren Brothers 
Company notified City Engineer Frederick C. Turner at a 
meeting of the Board of Works that a suit for damages 
would be instituted against Oakland, provided the proposed 
paving of Fourth avenue was done according to the pres- 
ent plans, which are said to be an infringement on the 
complaining company’s patents. The company claims a 
royalty of 25 cents a square yard if the work is done. 


Barber Asphalt Company Loses 


Washington, D. C.—The Supreme Court of the United 
States has finally disposed of a case of considerable im- 
portance to municipalities throughout the country in deny- 
ing the application for a writ of certiorari in the case of 
Warren Brothers & Co. against the city of Owosso, Mich., 
thereby finally ending the litigation and confirming the 
opinion of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit, recently rendered by Justice Lurton, up- 
holding the validity of the Warren patents declaring the 
city of Owosso and the Barber Asphalt Company guilty of 
infringement and ordering a referee to ascertain the dam- 
ages. The case has been in the courts for five years. 


SEWERAGE AND SANITATION 


Filling in Sewers Dug During Winter 


Duluth, Minn.—Much trouble is being experienced with 
the settlement of trenches where sewers were constructed 
during November, December and January. This is prob- 
ably the largest number ever built in Duluth in the winter. 
City Engineer McGilvray was opposed to having the work 
done at the time, predicting the trouble that is occurring 
now. The difficulty, however, is not beyond remedy, in 
most instances, and contractors are being directed to go 
ahead with repair work immediately. The whole time of 
one man in the Engineer’s office is spent in keeping track of 
the complaints and notifying contractors where to make 
repairs, 

Health Board Tours City on Inspection 


San Antonio, Tex.—Dr. H. D. Barnitz, President, and 
other members of the Board of Health are making personal 
investigations of the sanitary conditions of the city in a 
series of automobile trips. The points visited are the 
livery stables, city trade grounds, the river bank, the gravel 
pits and other places that may afford a breeding place for 
flies and mosquitoes. 
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Oklahoma Wants Uniform Health Ordinances 

Guthrie, Okla—That the number of cases of tuberculosis 
in Oklahoma reported each month shows a decided in- 
crease is the statement made in a bulletin just issued by 
the Oklahoma State Board of Health under the direction of 
Dr. J. C. Mahr, of Shawnee, State Commissioner of Health. 
Attention is called to the necessity of taking a tuberculosis 
census, and such will be undertaken in the near future. The 
reports from the County Boards of Health for the months 
of January and February of this year show there have been 
105 deaths from tuberculosis. An attempt is now being 
made by the State Commissioners of Health to secure 
uniform health ordinances in cities of the first class with a 
population of 10,000 or more. 


Why Fifteen-Inch Sewer Was Replaced by Twelve-Inch 

Harrisburg, Pa.—Property owners on Penn street have 
been considerably exercised because a new 12-inch sewer 
is being constructed in their street in place of an old 15-inch 
sewer. A storm which caused an overflow led to inquiries 
as to why a 12-inch sewer was better than a 15-inch one. 
City Engineer Cowden explained that the old sewer was 
laid 15 years ago in filled ground and was defective. A 
12-inch pipe was considered large enough for a sanitary 
sewer a block long. The flooding was not caused by any 
deficiency in the capacity of the new sewer. 

Union Laborers Bid on City Work 

Spokane, Wash——Thomas Maloney, formerly business 
agent of Federal Union No. 11,624, just chosen Superin- 
tendent of Cooperative Construction in Spokane, has solved 
the problem of doing city work at reasonable prices and 
providing the highest wages for laboring men by having the 
organization become a bidder for street grading and sewer 
building. The union did $60,000 worth of work last year 
to the satisfaction of property owners and is in line for 
more than $100,000 this season. By this plan the laboring 
men do all the work, from digging the trenches to laying 
pipe and macadam, and divide the profits, thus averaging 
more than $3 a day for laborers, as against $2.75 a day, the 
city scale, while workmen receive from 25 to 50 cents a day 
more than the regular scale. The plan was encouraged by 
Mayor Moore last year, and is now commended by Mayor 
Pratt and members of the Council. It is also endorsed by 
every union organization in Spokane. Federal Union has 
abolished the office of business agent for six months, as all 
its members are employed on city work. 

Joints Bronx Sewer Fight 

New York, N. Y.—The Federal Government has filed a 
bill in equity against the State of New York and the Bronx 
Valley Sewer Commission to enjoin the Commission from 
constructing the proposed trunk line sewer from the Bronx 
Valley through Yonkers to the Hudson River. The bill is 
practically along the same lines as that upon which the 
Government was permitted to intervene in the suit brought 
by New York State to restrain the State of New Jersey 
from building the Passaic Valley sewer, namely, that pollu- 
tion of the river by the sewage it is proposed to be carried 
would jeopardize the interests of the Government at New 
York and those of the pecple generally. In addition to the 
sanitary objections to the sewage, the Government alleges 
that the solid matter brought by the sewer will tend to fill 
up the channels that it has dredged at great expense, and to 
create shoals in the navigable waters of the bay. The brief 
quotes the report of the New York Pollution Commission 
in 1903, declaring that the harbor even then was an immense 
cesspool, which, like smaller receptacles of sewage, has a 
natural limit of capacity, beyond which lies danger to the 
health and comfort of the contiguous metropolitan district, 
and sets forth the protest of the New York Maritime As- 
sociation against the construction of the Bronx Valley sewer. 


Will Discontinue Labeling Pasteurized Milk 

New York, N. Y.—Manufacturers. of commercially 
pasteurized milk have been ordered by the Health Depart- 
ment of the City of New York to discontinue the process. 
They have also been instructed that milk so treated must 
not be labeled, as it has been in the past, as, it is said by 
officials. of the Health Department, that through this label- 
ing people have been deceived into thinking that the product 
is free from disease germs and safe. The officials declare 


the milk is not necessarily free from germs. 
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WILL STOP POLLUTION OF WATERSHED 
Jersey City Sees Relief in New Law Passed by Legislature 
—Litigation Pending—Text of Measure 

Jersey City, N. J—It is believed that the new sanitary 
law, known as Chapter 151, will provide a short-cut process 
of stopping the pollution of the Rockaway watershed, from 


which Jersey City obtains its drinking water. For several 
years Jersey City has been engaging in very costly litiga- 
tion to prevent the pollution of the Rockaway watershed. 
Even now there is pending before Special Master William 
J. Magie a very expensive suit to force the Jersey City 
Water Supply Company to adept proper safeguards against 
pollution in the Boonton watershed. This litigation has 
been a windfall for the experts, extra lawyers and others 
who have had a part in the long drawn out litigation, but it 
has been a severe drain on the taxpayers. The pending 
litigation is still unfinished. The new law reads: 

No excremental domestic, factory, workshop, mill or 
slaughter house refuse, creamery or cheese factory waste, garbage, 
dye stuff, or other polluting shall be placed in or dis- 
charged into the waters, or placed or deposited upon the ice of 
any river, brook, stream or any tributary or branch thereof, or of 
any lake, pond, well, spring, or other reservoir above the point 
from which any city, town, township or other munici- 
pality shall or may obtain its supply of water for domestic use; 
nor shall any such excremental matter, domestic, factory, work- 
shop, mill or house refuse, creamery or cheese factory 
waste, garbage, dye stuff, coal tar, raw dust, tan bark or refuse 
other polluting matter be placed or suffered 
to remain upon the banks of any such river, brook, stream, or of 
any tributary or branch thereof, or of any lake, pond, well, spring

WATER SUPPLY 


Electric Pump Displaces Air Lift 








Niles, O.—Council has made arrangements with the 
Hydro-Electric and Gas Company to place in the power 
plant two electrically driven pumps, 600 gallons per minute 
each, for pumping water. This will do away with the air 
lift. and, it is believed, will effect a considerable saving. 

Forty-eight-Inch Water Main Bursts 

Boston, Mass.—A 48-inch low-pressure feed pipe of the 
metropolitan water supply broke, May 26, in Franklin 
street, Allston, and flooded the street for a distance of half 
a mile. At first a small stream of water was seen and the 
police were notified. Then an explosion occurred that 
shook the houses and gravel and mud were thrown about. 
The street was flooded so quickly that several children 
had narrow escapes from drowning. When Superintendent 
Killam, of the metropolitan system, arrived with his men 
and shut off the water they found an oblong hole in the 
pipe about ten feet wide.

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Water Company Sues Bethlehem 


Bethlehem, Pa.—The Bethlehem City Water Company 
has begun equity proceedings against the Bethlehem bor- 
ough issuing $175,000 worth of bonds, the money to be used 
in enlarging the borough water works, that West Bethle- 
hem, lately annexed, may be supplied with water instead of 
by the plaintiff corporation in this case. In the bill it is 
alleged that the law was not complied with in the prepara- 
tion for the vote on the bond issue by the people. 


Borough Would Own Water Company 


Sharon, Pa.—The borough of Sharon would like to own 
the property of the Sharon Water Works Company, and the 
Borough Attorney is of the opinion that under the law a 
water company is obliged to sell when the municipality 
which it supplies is ready to buy. Major McDowell, who is 
a stockholder of the water company, claims that the law has 
been decided unconstitutional. The company refuses to give 
the borough any information in regard to its business, and 
the Police Department is making a canvass of the water 
consumers to ascertain what it costs for water used. 


Sprinkling Must Stop at Whistle 

Walla, Walla, Wash—Water Superintendent E. A. Knight 
and Fire Chief Metz are determined to enforce the regula- 
tion forbidding the sprinkling of lawns and gardens when 
the fire pressure is on. Fire pressure should be 90 pounds, 
but in the evening, when sprinkling is allowed, the pressure 
drops to 20 pounds. When the recall is sounded people 
may continue their irrigating. 
Responsibility for Cost of Moving Underground Structures 

San Francisco, Cal—As the result of a conference be- 
tween city officials and representatives of corporations own- 
ing underground wires, pipes or conduits a test case will be 
brought in the courts to decide the question of responsibility 
for the cost of moving these structures to make way for the 
auxiliary fire system of water pipes. The case will be sub- 
mitted to the courts on an agreed statement of facts. 


Test Well Finds Abundant Supply of Water 


Dayton, O.—The first test well to be sunk in Riverdale 
for a supply of water to furnish the consumers in Dayton 
View and Riverdale has been finished. The well flowed at 
the rate of 300 gallons per minute the first day, and 350 gal- 
lons the second. With a coarse strainer it is estimated that 
the well would spout forth no less than 500 gallons a 
minute. This is considered excellent, and if the State Board 
of Health passes upon the water as being pure, that ter- 
ritory will furnish an abundance of pure, wholesome water 
for the consumers in that section. If the State officials de- 
clare the water to be satisfactory, five more wells will be 
sunk. Ira W. Barnes sunk the shaft, and it took about a week 
to get the well drilled to its present depth of approximately 
68 feet. At a depth of 38 feet the drill struck a bed of fine 
gravel. The well was put down on the west bank of the 
Miami River, at a point across from Steele dam. When all 
the wells have been put down a sub-pumping station is to 
be erected, plans for which City Engineer Cellarius is now 
preparing. Also several pipe connections are to be made 
so that the supply can be put into the general distribution 
system for the two northern sections of the city.

First Rate Case Before Georgia Commission 

Atlanta, Ga.—The first big case brought before the Rail- 
road Commission under that section of the Candler bill 
giving that body authority over municipal public service 
corporations has been taken up by the Commission. The 
case comes from Columbus, and arises over a dispute about 
the proper rates for gas and electric’ lighting and power. 
The complainants are the Consumers’ Association of Colum- 
bus, and the Mayor and City Council of that city. The 
defendants are the Columbus Railroad Company and the 
Gas: Light Company of Columbus. They are said to be 
owned by the same interests, and that Stene & Webster, of 
Boston, are the controlling factors in the ownership. The 
complainants allege that an electric light rate of 12 cents 
down to 6 prevails, and that the same is exorbitant. They 


. ask for.a maximum rate of 7 and a minimum rate of 3 cents. 


They also allege that lighting gas is sold at $1.85 per 1,000 
feet, and fuel gas at $1.35. They declare this to be far in 
excess of the rate in other cities similarly located. They 
ask for a flat rate of 90 cents per 1,000 feet. It is urged by 
the complainants that the two companies have a monopoly 
on lighting business ii Columbus. It is set forth that the 
cost of production should be below the average because of 
illimitable water power, which costs little. The companies 
reply with the statement that they have made very little 
money at the rates complained of, and have been unable to 
pay stockholders any dividends. 
Dunkirk to Have 110 New Arc Lamps 

Dunkirk, N. Y.—About 110 new street arc lamps will soon 
be installed in this city by the Water Board, as an order for 
100 lamps and auxiliary equipment was recently placed by 
the Board with the Western Electric Company. When the 
uecw lamps go into service this city will be one of the best 
lighted in the State. 

Municipal Plant Shows Big Growth 

Jacksonville, Fla—The city of Jacksonville owns its own 
electric light plant and water works, and the receipts from 
these two plants for the past six years have steadily in-

The cost to the property owners will be 
$1.25 a front foot per year on a two-year contract; after 
that the cost will be reduced. 
Eleven Power Sites Withdrawn 

Washington, D. C.—The first definite results of the recent 
wrangles over water power sites on the public domain are 
announced by the Geological Survey. Director George O. 
Smith of the Survey, who began an investigation of public 
jands for power sites April 23 last, has recommended 11 
temporary withdrawals. This is done “in aid of proposed 
iegislation affecting the disposal of the water power sites 
on the public domain.” These. 11 power site withdrawals, 
which are now recommended by Director Smith, and which 
aggregate 236,365 acres of public lands in Utah, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, Idaho and Oregon, have been ap- 
proved by Secretary Ballinger. The present policy is to 
protect the public interests on the one hand by promptly 
withdrawing from all entry all public lands containing 
possible power sites. 
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FIRE AND POLICE 


Use Trolley Pole Alarm 


Caldwell, N. J.—Caldwell has the oldest fire alarm system 
in the United States, and a move to replace it with more 
modern appliance has been successfully opposed. When a 
fire breaks out the firemen are summoned by beating the 
hollow steel poles that carry the trolley wires. When the 
first alarm is sounded others rush to the poles with clubs, 
and soon the air resounds with a noise that may be heard 
for miles through the valley. Then the locomotive whistles 
in the Erie Railroad yards take up the chorus, and the fire- 
men quickly respond from the four corners of the town. A 
town ordinance makes it a misdemeanor for any person to 
beat the trolley poles except in case of fire. 





Gunless Police for West Virginia Cities Soon 


Elkins, W. Va.—The Johnson Pistol-Toting law passed 
by the last Legislature has become effective and threatens 
to cause untold chaos in police circles and to demoralize 
the police organizations of cities. Under the provisions of 
this act every police officer must furnish a $3,500 bond. In 
a great many cases the police have been unable to do this 
because of the refusal of bonding companies to run any 
risks. The first effects of this unwise provision were felt 
at Clarksburg, when members of the force of that city, hav- 
ing been unable to obtain the necessary bonds, were forced 
to discard their weapons and resort to long nightsticks, 
placing them at the mercy of the criminally inclined. 


Jacksonville’s High-Pressure System 


Jacksonville, Fla—At the present time there are being in- 
stalled two electrically driven fire pumps, with a capacity 
each of 2,500 gallons per minute, in a fireproof, concrete 
building, at the foot of Newnan street, at a cost of about 
$11,000. These pumps are to connect with the 12-inch high- 
pressure water main laid along Bay street last year from 
Catherine to Bridge street. Power for the pumps will be 
supplied by an underground cable from the municipal plant. 
The total cost of the pumping station and cables will be 
$22,c00, and the mains, valves and hydrants $36,000. 


No More Big Bell Signals 


Providence, R. I—The Board of Fire Commissioners has 
decided to discontinue the practice of sounding one stroke 
on the tower fire bells when a fire alarm is turned in. 


Mounted Men and Motorcycle Squad Features of Inspection 


Newark, N. J—At the annual inspection of the Newark 
police at Weequahic Park, May 26, the exhibition drill and 
races by the mounted squad and motorcycle men were the 
leading features. Mayor Haussling and the Police Commis- 
sioners, who witnessed the performance after their tour of 
the six precincts, commended the work of the riders. In 
the running races the mounted men displayed good horse- 
manship. Five quarter-mile heats were run off, Officer 
Burger winning. In the motorcycle race Patrolman Joseph 
Frank was thrown from his machine while traveling at a 
45-mile-an-hour clip. The track was not in good condition 
and his pedal struck a mound. By special permission he 
entered the final and defeated his ten competitors by a 
quarter of a lap.

New Board Will Wrestle with Wages 


Omaha, Neb.—Adjustment of men employed in the Fire 
and Police Departments will be put up to the new Board 
of Fire and Police Commissioners. The old Board has 
worked on the question for weeks in vain. City Attorney 
Harry E Burnam has advised the Board that waivers of 
the increased pay accorded by the new charter might not be 
legal. A member of either force signing the waiver could 
later in the year FO into court and by setting up the claim 
that he was forced to sign the waiver under compulsion 
might secure judgment against the city for the increased 
pay. The City Attorney believes that the best thing that 
could be done would be to ask the men to sign a contract 
to work for a certain amount for the year. A contract 
would hold while there is a possibility that the courts might 
hold the signing of a waiver is the same as signing away 
and therefore knock out the whole proceedings. 
Members of both forces say they will stand by a waiver or 
anything else they might sign, but the Board members 
say they cannot be too careful and must guard against any 
misconstruction later in the year.

Milwaukee Near Home Rule 

Milwaukee, Wis——Home rule is to be granted to Mil- 
waukee by the Legislature.

Administration Changes with Simple Formalities 


Galveston, Tex.—At a regular weekly meeting of the 
City Commission, Mayor Landes turned the reins of govern- 
ment over to Mayor-elect Fisher, there being present only 
the four Commissioners, several city employees and a num- 
ber of other citizens. Immediately upon calling the meet- 
ing to order, Mayor Landes, in his customary modest man- 
ner, introduced Hon. Lewis Fisher, his successor, and 
thanked the commissioners and city employees, Secretary 
Kelly particularly. Judge Fisher stepped to the head of the 
table from a seat he had occupied among the crowd and 
he and Mr. Landes shook hands with fervor. Each grasped 
the hand of the other in silence for several moments, and 
the spectators applauded. In a few well-chosen words, 
Mayor Fisher responded to the remarks of Mr. Landes and 
assumed the chair at the head of the table around which 
the city’s business is transacted. 


Boston Charter Bill 

Boston, Mass.—After discussing for a few weeks the 
draft of the Boston charter bill submitted by Chairmen 
Senator Crosby and Representative Cushing, the Metropoli- 
tan Affairs Committee of the Legislature, referred the draft 
back to the chairmen for further revision. The bill most 
likely to come out still provides for a permanent Finance 
Commission, the certification of heads of departments by 
the Civil Service Commission and the vesting of the Mayor 
with concurrent powers with the City Council, without refer- 
endum. The three features have been criticized severely 
by some members. The discussion has been even warmer 
when it comes to the alternative propositions which are to 
be submitted to the people. The people must say which 
proposition, as an entirety, they prefer. They must de- 
clare either for the Finance Commission’s plan of four-year 
term, recall, single Council of nine to be elected at large, 
nominations by petition signed by 5,000, abolition of party 
designations, or they must take the alternative, namely, a 
two-year term for Mayor, nomination by convention, a 
single Council to consist of nine at large and 27 from wards, 
making a body of 36 and the retention of party designations. 
An attempt has been made by some to get the committee to 
split up the questions further so that, for-example, the 
people could pass on the question of the abolition or reten- 
tion of party designations by itself. There has also been an 
attempt to get the majority of the committee to agree to 
place in both propositions the enlarged single Council of 36 
members, so that no matter which proposition the people 
turn to this enlarged Council would win. 


Chicago Reaches Debt Limit 


Chicago, IIl—Chicago reached the limit of its bonded 
indebtedness, in May, when Walter H. Wilson, City Comp- 
troller, awarded an issue of $1,500,000 4 per cent 20-year 
serial bonds to the First Trust & Savings Bank. The 
bonds went at par, with an added premium of $11,500 paid 
by the bank, which is said to be an unusually favorable 
figure. Of the total, $1,300,000 were general corporate bonds, 
and the remainder judgment refunding securities. The 
city’s total bonded indebtedness is now $30,220,000, of which 
$4,293,000 are World’s Columbian Exposition bonds. 








Results of Two Years Under New Charter 


Portsmouth, N. H.—The physical and financial condition 
of Portsmouth has been greatly improved under the two 
years’ operation of the new charter and the administration 
of Mayor Wallace Hackett. The charter was framed be- 
fore much was known about the commission form of 
government, and was the result of practical knowledge of 
local conditions. The government consists of a mayor and 
nine councilmen, one elected from each of the five wards 
and elected at large. Expenditures for each depart- 
ment are kept within its appropriation by a provision re- 
quiring that if an additional sum is allowed a new specific 
tax shall be levied for the purpose. Publicity is given to 
all transactions by regular monthly reports. When the new 
government assumed control they found an empty treasury, 
the debt limit exceeded, borrowing capacity exhausted, 
unpaid bills amounting to $30,000, uncollected taxes of an 
equal amount and a tax rate of $27.50 per $1,000, and the 
physical condition of streets, buildings and Fire Depart- 
ment deplorable. At the end of two years the physical 
conditions have been greatly improved, public buildings 
and the Fire Department rehabilitated. The debt has been 
reduced $120,000, the tax rate reduced $4 per $1,000, and 
the taxes have been collected. 

Weight and Measure Sealer Not Under Civil Service 

Albany, N. Y.—Attorney-General O’Malley has advised 
the State Civil Service Commission that the position of 
Sealer of Weights and Measures in cities of the 
class is in the unclassified service, and thus not limited to 
competitive examination on the ground that he is the head 
of a department of the city government and that heads of 
departments are placed in the unclassified service by the law.

The municipal officers will be a mayor and 
single council of nine members. Election will be biennial. 


Business Methods Instituted 

Washington, D. C.—Several business-like improvements 
have been installed in the Tax Collector’s office, one of 
which is the daily checking up of the accounts, the clerks 
remaining as late as 7 or 8 o’clock, in order that the books 
may be balanced. In addition to this, Collector Rogers is, 
with the assistance of one of the national banks, putting 
thousands of checks through the clearing house instead of 
sending one of his employees with the checks to the several 
banks throughout the city. This enables the whole trans- 
action to be accomplished through the medium of a single 
check. It avoids the direct handling of a large 
amount of cash. The addition of a coupon to tax bills has 
facilitated business, inasmuch as it enables the 
Assessor’s office to promptly post payments vpon_ its 
ledgers and thus reduce to a minimum the payment of dupli- 
cate taxes which, in the past, caused considerable work.

The new 
nozzle throws a flat fan-shaped stream, which covers the 
whole width of the street and enables the men handling 
the hose to make more rapid progress. The stream is di- 
rected downward within a dozen feet of the cleaners and 
there is little chance of throwing water on the sidewalks 
to the annoyance of pedestrians.

Pittsburg, Pa.—Director Walters has issued a request that 
all householders in the Fourth Ward deposit their rubbish 
in receptacles for a period of thirty or sixty days. The in- 
troduction of the rubbish can or box in the back yards 
promises an interesting experiment, which will furnish the 
city authorities with valuable data. The rubbish will be 
collected free of cost to the householders and city by the 
American Reduction Company. The result of the month’s 
or two months’ collection will give the city a fair estimate 
of the number of tons of rubbish that is discarded by the 
city in a month. The city contemplates the construction 
of one or more public incinerating plants, and for this 
purpose a bond issue of $185,000 has been authorized. As 
yet no site has been selected nor has any system for con- 
suming the rubbish been adopted. Dr. Walters is first 
anxious to ascertain the tonnage of the city’s rubbish in 
a month before establishing an incinerating system. By 
compelling all the property owners and tenants in the 
Fourth Ward to depesit their rubbish in the shape of waste 
paper, old shoes and clothing, straw, broken dishes and all 
other refuse, with the exception of garbage, in a receptacle, 
he would inside of a month be able to estimate the capacity 
required for a municipal incinerating system. Inspectors 
of the Bureau of Sanitation will make house-to-house visits 
in the Fourth Ward this month and request all householders 
te place a receptacle for rubbish beside their garbage can 
to facilitate the collections.

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Camden to Build a Municipal Ice Plant 


Camden, N. J.—That Camden City Council was not bluff- 
ing in its announced intention to enter into competition 
with the “Ice Trust” was demonstrated when the mu- 
nicipal lawmakers directed their Water and Finance Com- 
mittees to devise ways and means for the building of an 
ice manufacturing plant on‘property owned by the city at 
Federal Street and Cooper’s Creek. This action followed 
a report from Water Chief Hollingsworth that a plant 
capable of making fifty tons of ice a day could be built for 
$62,150, including the sinking of wells and the erection of 
a 250-foot wharf. The Chief also stated that the plant 
could be built in ninety days, that ice could be made for 
$1.45 a ton, and that the cost of operation, not including 
interest on bonds, would be $48.15 daily. 


Will Photograph Every Block in City 

Altoona, Pa.—The Altoona Historical Society, composed 
of students and graduates of the high school, has under- 
taken the task of photographing and filing pictures of 
every block in the city limits. To complete the work will 
require about 500 photographs and will take two years’ 
time. The photographs will be marked and filed in some 
safe place. 


City Operates Advertising Car 


Asbury Park, N. J.—One of the most unique publicity 
campaigns ever undertaken by a seaside resort has been 
inaugurated by the Municipal Information Bureau of As- 
bury Park, covering the main line of the Jersey Central 
Railroad in northeastern. Pennsylvania. The bureau has 
fitted out a sixty-foot baggage car as an exhibition hall 
containing a collection of water-color enlargements, some 
of them the largest ever made, which will explain why 
Asbury Park has come to be known as “The Beauty Spot 
of the North Jersey Coast.” There are views of surf 
bathing. ocean panoramics, boardwalk subjects, Deal Lake 
scenes, baby parade pictures, views of the Ocean Grove 
auditorium and its great organ, Rough Riders, festival 
chorus and similar summer attractions of the Twin Cities, 
together with a great array of mounted photographs of the 
resort. 


New Law Permits Sunday Sales of Ice Cream 


30ston, Mass.—An act governing ice-cream dealers and 
others, permitting them to conduct business on Sundays, 
when the act is formally accepted by the local municipal 
councils, has passed the Legislature and been signed by 
the Governor. The bill provides that the local authorities, 
Mayor and Council or Selectmen may grant licenses to 
reputable persons, who in secular days are retail dealers of 
ice cream, confectionery, soda-water and fruit, to keep 
open their business on Sunday for the sale of these goods 
The fee is $5 and the license is revokable at any time. 


Great Falls Enforces Dog Ordinance 
Great Falls. Mont.—The poundmaster is busy enforcing 
the new dog ordinance and has picked up many animals 
running at large, executing the ownerless and impounding 
the others. The ordinance has the support of a majority 
of the dog owners. 


City Sealér’s Work 


Troy, N. Y.—The work of the City Sealer, Joseph Silver- 
man, is beginning to tell, and one of the first systematic 
inspections of the weights and measures in the city is being 
made. So far Mr. Silverman has visited only part of the 
city. He found in the past few weeks 550 short weights, 
all of which were ordered repaired, and after being re- 
paired were tested and were left by him sixteen ounces to 
a pound. Some weights were in such bad shape that they 
had to be condemned, and the owners of them warned not 
to use them. Fifty of these were taken, and are held as 
evidence. All the honest merchants are pleased with the 
work that City Sealer Silverman is doing, as it is a pro- 
tection to them as well as to the public. So far Mr. Silver- 


man has tested only the weights and scales in the grocery 
stores and meat markets.

A Summary and Notes of Recent Decisions—Rulings 
of Interest to Municipalities 


Engineers’ Approval Final in Absence of Fraud 

City Street Improvement Co. vs. City of Marysville.— 
Where a contract between a city and a contractor for the 
construction of a sewer provided that the work should be 
done under the constant immediate supervision and direc- 
tion of an engineer in charge and his subordinates, and in- 
spected and rejected or approved as it progressed and be- 
fore the trenches were refilled, and the engineer and his 
representatives approved the work, allowed the trenches 
to be filled, and the engineer issued certificates from month 
to month to the Common Council, stating the amount of 
work done and the amount due therefor, including a final 
certificate showing all the agreed work to be completed, 
necessarily to the approval and satisfaction of the engineer, 
which were considered by the board of public works and 
the amounts paid, the city was estopped to claim that the 
contractor had not performed its contract upon it subse- 
quently appearing that the points of the sewer pipe had 
not been properly cemented and that water in the trenches 
had injured the cement before it could set, in the absence 
of fraud of the contractor, the defects not being such as 
were not discoverable by a reasonable inspection.—Su- 
preme Court of California. tor P. R. 308. 


Street’s Discontinuance—Statutory Authority 


In re Walton Avenue.—Laws 1895 authorize the dis- 
continuance and the laying out of streets by the filing of a 
map indicating the permanent streets and omitting the dis- 
continued streets, and provides that any discontinued 
streets actually open and included within any square made 
by streets laid out on the map shall cease after one of the 
streets shall be opened. A map created a new block bound- 
ed by a street actually open at the time and by new streets 
indicated on the map. The discontinued streets were actu- 
ally in use at the time. Held, that the effect of the map 
was to permanently close the discontinued streets within 
the new block, and the owners were entitled to damages 
as of the date of the filing of the map, as against a con- 
tention that no damages accrued until one of the new 
streets was actually physically opened for use—New York 
Supreme Court. 116 N. Y. S. 471. 


Injury from Raising Grade of Street 

Mayrant vs, City of Columbia.—In an action against a 
city for flooding a lot by the raising of the grade of streets 
and by insufficient drains, a charge that, if the city in 
changing its streets caused water that would not have 
otherwise flowed onto plaintiff’s land to flow there, it was 
liable, and that for plaintiff to recover, the injury must be 
shown to have been caused by the casting of the waters 
from the city’s drains onto plaintiff's property, and that 
such casting of the water was the direct and natural result 
of the negligent construction of the drains or streets, when 
considered as a whole was not objectionable as permitting 
a recovery by plaintiff without any showing of negligence 
or mismanagement by the city—Supreme Court of South 
Carolina. 64 S. E. 416. 

Regulation of Junk Shops 

Weadock vs. Judge of the Recorders’ Court of Detroit.— 
An ordinance prescribing a certain restricted district in 
which no junk business shall be established or maintained, 
with a proviso that it shall not apply to any junkshops 
already conducted or maintained in the district, in which 
such business was then centralized, is void as unreasonable 
and unlawfully discriminating —Supreme Court of Michi- 
gan. 120 N. W. R. 990. 


Surface Water—Liability for Damages 

Jung vs. City of New York.—A city was not liable for 
damages to real property abutting on a street through sur- 
face water flowing down the street, where that was the 
natural course of drainage and the city in no way inter- 
fered with the natural surface water course or exercised 
any authority over the street—New York Supreme Court. 
116 N. Y. S. 368. 








Bond Election—Validity 


Brumby vs. City of Marietta et al—Where two elections 
were held in the city of Marietta for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether issues of bonds should be authorized, and 
no complaint was made of lack of authority to hold the 
elections, or want of any of the prerequisites for so do- 
ing, but it was contended that certain provisions of the 
charter of the city were violated, which prohibited per- 
sons, other than the voters or managers, from being al- 
lowed to be within fifty feet of the polling place, and pro- 
hibited electioneering or seeking to influence voters, or fol- 
lowing or accompanying them for the purpose of influenc- 
ing them, or seeing how they should vote, or seeing that 
they should vote in any particular way, and declared that a 
violation of such provisions should be a misdemeanor, held, 
that these provisions of the municipal charter were direc- 
tory in their nature, and a violation of them by some 
persons and a failure to enforce them by the election man- 
agers did not operate to invalidate the entire election; it 
not appearing that the result would have been otherwise 
had there been a compliance with such provisions. If there 
was some irregularity in the manner of registering a few 
voters, but it did not appear that such persons voted in the 
election, or that they were in fact not qualified to register, 
or that such irregularity affected the result, this furnished 
no cause for declaring the election void and refusing to val- 
idate bonds authorized thereby.—Supreme Court of Georgia. 
6459.1 ak Bel. 


Local Improvement—Pavement Assessment 


City of Glens Falls vs. McMullen.—Trustees of a _ vil- 
lage proceeded regularly to levy an assessment for paving 
a city street, having jurisdiction of the subject-matter and 
the persons assessed. Held, that their action was not sub- 
ject to collateral attack. It is no defense to an action by 
a municipality to recover a paving assessment that the 
amount expended during the fiscal year for street paving 
was more than one-half the amount raised for street pur- 
poses, nor that the landowner was compelled to pay for 
paving a portion of the street not abutting on his land, or 
beyond the center of the street—Supreme Court of New 
York: 116 WN. Y.°S.,-a8: 


Liability of Abutting Owner for Street Obstruction 


Byne vs. Mayor, Etc., of City of Americus.—While a per- 
son injured by an unsafe obstruction placed over the side- 
walk by an owner of abutting property may have a right 
of action against the city for negligence in allowing the 
obstruction on thé sidewalk, this does not affect the liability 
of the owner responsible ‘primarily for such obstruction. 
The owner’s liability arises from his negligent conduct in 
erecting and maintaining the dangerous obstruction on the 
sidewalk. The city’s liability arises from its negligence in 
not keeping its sidewalks in a safe condition. A party 
injured by such obstruction has a right of action against 
either the owner or the city, or both; and, if the city is 
forced to pay for the injury caused by the obstruction, it 
ordinarily has a right of action over against the owner.— 
Court of Appeals of Georgia, 64 S. E. R., 284. 


Alteration of Buildings—Unreasonable Refusal 


Harvey vs. City of Elkins et al—Where a City Council, 
acting under authority of the city charter, and the general 
law, which empowers it “to provide for the regular build- 
ing of houses or other structures and to provide for the 
kind of material to be used in the construction thereof,” 
and “to make regulations guarding against danger or dam- 
age by fire,” passes an ordinance requiring permission to 
be obtained from such City Council before a property owner 
can “alter, change or repair” a building already erected, 
and under such ordinance refuses permission to the owner 
of a house to make such minor alterations, changes, and 
repairs, as the replacing of windows and doors, the remov- 
ing and relocation of partition walls on the inside of the 
house, the repapering of the walls, and the painting of the 
outside walls, such refusal is unwarranted and unreason- 
able, and the ordinance will not be construed as authorizing 
the city to withhold permission to make such minor and 
necessary repairs, and the municipal officers may be en- 
joined from preventing the making of such alterations, 
changes and repairs.—Supreme Court of Appeals of West 
Virginia, 64 S. E. R., 247.

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Assessments—Option of Council 


Ostrander vs. City of Richmond et al—The Vrooman act as 
amended by the statutes of 1905 provides that whenever a 
contemplated improvement in the opinion of the City Coun- 
cil is of more than local or ordinary public benefit, or 
whenever the total estimated costs exceed one-half the total 
assessed value of the lots fronting on such proposed work, 
the City Council “may” make the expense chargeable on a 
district. As originally drawn, the act required the trustees 
of the city to order payment of a portion of the expense 
from the city treasury if the estimated cost of the improve- 
ment exceeded one-half the assessed value of the property. 
The statute of 1889 amended the act so as to confer discre- 
tionary power on City Councils. The amendments of 1891 
are similar in this respect, and no material change has been 
wrought by amendments adopted since then. Held, that 
in, view of the history of the act the Legislature intended 
to confer a wide discretionary power, and that the word 
“may” would not be construed to mean “shall,” so as to 
require the expense of a street improvement to be made 
chargeable on a district where the estimated cost exceeds 
one-half the assessed’ value of the lots fronting on the 
proposed work.—Supreme Court of California. tor P. R.

Assessments—School Property 


Wey vs. Salt Lake City.—Revised statutes of 1898, ex- 
empting from taxation property “held” by the Board of 
Education, means all property “owned” by the board and 
cannot be interpreted as intending only property used for 
school purposes.—Supreme Court of Utah. to1 P. R. 381. 


Cutting Tree Roots—Liability for Damages 


Morris vs. Salt Lake City et al—A contractor for a sidewalk 
cut the roots of the trees standing in the public street in 
front of the dwelling of the abutting owner. The trees 
were left without support, and five or six days thereafter 
they blew down against the dwelling, damaging the same. 
Held, to justify a finding that the city had constructive no- 
tice of the dangerous condition of the trees, rendering it 
liable for damages, sustained.—Supreme Court of Utah. 1o1 
ER. 3375 


Street improvement Assessment—Benefits 


Michell et al. vs. City of Portland et al—Under Portland 
city charter, providing that the new assessment for the 
cost of a street improvement must be made on the lots 
benefited “to the extent of their respective and proportionate 
shares of the full value thereof,’ the Council must determine 
whether the amount assessed against each lot or part thereof 
isin just proportion to the benefits, and a reassessment 
ordinance must show that the Council determined that the 
reassessment was proportionate among all the lots accord- 
ing to benefits—Supreme Court of Oregon. to1 P. R. 388. 


Invalid Contract 


Fiscal Court of Breckenridge County vs. Board of Trus- 
tees of Town of Hardinsburg.—The defect in a petition, in 
an action on a contract, arising from a failure to allege 
that it is in writing as required by law, may be presented 
by demurrer. The fiscal court of a county cannot bind itself 
by parol. The Board of Trustees of a municipality of the 
sixth class cannot bind itself by parol. An obligation in 
excess of $50, incurred by a municipality of the sixth class 
without complying with Statute 1909, Section 3,699, requir- 
ing such an obligation to be voted for by four members of 
the Board, the yeas and nays entered on the journal, is in- 
valid, and cannot be enforced, though the other party has 
performed its part of the agreement.—Court of Appeals of 
Kentucky. 118 S. W. R., 208. 


Civil Service—Legislative Employees 


O’Grady vs. Polk et al—As employees in the office of 
the City Clerk and Clerk of the Board of Aldermen of the 
city of New York are appointed to discharge legislative 
duties, and as the services rendered by them are mainly 
legislative, they are in the “unclassified service,” within 
Civil Service Law, providing that the unclassified service 
shall comprise all legislative officers and employees, not- 
withstanding they may also aid the city clerk in the dis- 
charge of other duties not legislative—New York Supreme 
Court. N. Y. S.

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Police Officers—Appointment—Chief 


State ex rel. Brown vs. Appleby.—The city of Janesville 
was incorporated under Laws 1882. Chapter 2 provided 
that one of the officers of the city should be a city mar- . 
shal. Chapter 3 gave him all the powers-of constables, and 
also required him to enforce all laws, ordinances, etc., and 
to perform such duties as the City Council should direct. 
Chapter 12 provided that no general State law contravening 
the provisions of the charter should be construed as re- 
pealing or amending it, unless such purpose was expressly 
stated. Statute 1898, provided that cities of the third class, 
however incorporated, should have a board of fire and police 
commissioners, and section 959-41 requires the chief of 
police to be appointed by the board of police and fire com- 
missioners, and prohibits any appointment on the police 
force without the board’s approval. The general charter 
law provides that the city marshal shall be known as such 
or as captain or chief of police in the discretion of the 
Council, and shall command the police officers, etc., and in 
a number of cities of the third class operating under special 
charters the chief police officer is called the “city mar- 
shal” and in others “chief of police.” Janesville is a city 
of the third class. Held, that the term “chief of police” in 
section 959-41 meant the head of the police force, whether 
he was called chief of police or marshal, and that section, 
by authorizing the board of police and fire commissioners 
to appoint a chief of police, took away the power of the 
City Council to appoint a city marshal—Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin, 120 N. W. R., 861. 

Removal of Police Officer—Court Review 

MecNiff vs. City of Waterbury.—Whether the cause as- 
signed for the removal of a policeman by the Board of 
Commissioners of Public Safety constitutes of itself as a 
matter oi law ground for removal is a question for the 
courts. A finding of the Superior Court, on appeal from 
an order of the Board of Commissioners of Public Safety, 
dismissing a policeman, that the Board did not act arbi- 
trarily, that the policeman was given full opportunity to be 
heard, and properly dismissed, cannot be reviewed by the 
Supreme Court of Errors.—Supreme Court of Errors of 
Connecticut. 72 A. R. 572. 


Tax Sale 
Rissberger vs. City of Louisville—Where a city’s right to 


enforce its lien on land for taxes was barred under Kentucky 
statute section 2,515 because not brought in five years, a mort- 
gage of the landcould rely on the statutory bar and defeat an 
action by the city. A mortgage is not a “sale” or “aliena- 
tion” within the Kentucky statute providing that the lien 
on property for taxes shall not be defeated by sale or aliena- 
tion, unless made more than five years before the suit to 
enforce the lien; and a mortgagee, acquiring a mortgage 
more than five years before a suit by a city to enforce 
a tax lien on the mortgaged property, is not within the 
statute-—Court of Appeals of Kentucky. 118 S. W. R., 100. 


Defective Streets—Negligence—Instructions 


Board of Councilmen of City of Frankfort vs. Downey.— 
Where the officers of a city for several months prior to 
the accident had knowledge of the general defective con- 
dition of the street at the point where plaintiff was injured, 
which knowledge was uncontradicted, the court would. have 
been warranted in treating it as admitted, and henee the city 
was not prejudiced because the court omitted to charge that 
the city was entitled to reasonable time to make needed re- 
pairs after knowledge of the defect, though it was not 
shown that defendant had knowledge of the existence of 
the particular hole that caused the accident in question. 
An instruction is not objectionable because it assumes 
an uncontroverted fact or one conclusively proved.—Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky. 118 S. W. R., -284. 

Defective Street—Defective Notice 

Moriarty vs. City of New York.—A piece of flagstone 
over which plaintiff fell was left by city employees about 
six inches from a curb hydrant, remaining on the side-: - 
walk for two weeks, during which time it was moved by 
boys to various places on the sidewalk within six feet 
from the hydrant. Held, that the whole time the stone 
was on the sidewalk justified a finding of constructive notice 
to the city, in an action for the injuriés——New York Su- 
preme Court. 116 N. Y. S. 323. 
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NEWS OF THE SOCIETIES 


National Electric Light Association. 
—The thirty-second convention of the 
National Electric Light Association 
opened at Atlantic City, N. J., June 1, 
on the Million Dollar Pier. The regis- 
tration of members was greater than 
ever before, over 1,000. President W. 
C. L. Elgin, Philadelphia, Pa., opened 
the session and Mayor Stoy, of At- 
lantic City, delivered an address of wel- 
come. In his presidential address, Mr. 
Elgin spoke of the relation of State 
societies to the national organization, 
and spoke in favor of their affiliation. 
The annual progress report by T. C. 
Martin, New York, gave data concern- 
ing regulation and rates, public service 
commission legal decisions, conserva- 
tion of resources, municipal owner- 
ship, recent advances in plant design, 
special street lighting, metallic-filament 
lamps, flaming arcs and other illumin- 
ants, current-selling methods, electric 
automobiles, artificial refrigeration, 
electric heating and cooking, and 
measures for public safety. The con- 
vention is divided into four classes of 
meetings, namely: veneral, technical, 
commercial and accounting. President 
Frank A. Vanderlip, of the National 
City Bank of New York, read a paper 
on “Electrical Securities”; he spoke of 
the magnitude, stability and growth of 
investment in the electrical field. 

Natural Gas Association of North 
America.—There are two hundred and 
twenty-five million dollars invested in 
the natural gas business in the United 
States and Canada, and the annual con- 
sumption of gas has reached an equiva- 


lent of nine million tons of coal ac- 
cording to J. C. McDowell of Pitts 
burg, President of the Natural Gas As- 


sociation of North America, in his 
opening address before the fourth 
annual convention of the association 
at Goodale Street Auditorium. Co 


lumbus, O. The address of the presi- 


dent followed an address of welcome 
by Governor Harmon. At the opening 
session Tuesday, June 1, there were 


350 delegates present from the United 
States and Canada. With them were 
22 women visitors. The convention 
continued until Thursday, June 3. Presi- 
dent McDowell declared the natural gas 
business was growing by leaps and 
bounds. He maintained that the con- 
sumer is the greatest beneficiary and 
eets more profit through cheaper fuel 


than the natural gas stockholder. He 
deplored legislative enactments con- 
templating control of gas and other 


industries by inexperienced persons or 
politicians, declaring this to be the 
ereatest danger to the industry. 


In his address Governor Harmon con- 
knowledge of 


gas 


fessed a total lack of 
natural gas, but professed a willingness 
to learn. He bade the delegates a 
hearty welcome to Ohio and Columbus. 
Nowhere among any of the delegates 
to the convention was any fear expressed 
of a shortage of natural gas in the 
United States for at least years to 
come. The gas men believe that the 
supply is illimitable. The tremendous 
vas belts, they believe, have such 
ramifications as to be inexhaustible, in 
spite of the temporary exhausting of 
this or that field. “The supply 
seems to be unlimited: we cannot see 
the end,” said W. H. Hammond, presi- 
dent of the Hope Engineering Com- 
pany of Pittsburg. a former Columbus 
man, and one of the best authorities 
on.gas in the country. The improve- 
ments in carrying and pumping gas 


gas 
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make distance a far less hindrance 
now, and the possibility of supplying 
big cities from fields hundreds of miles 
away actually drives away the fear 
some of the big cities have that their 
gas will go short. At the big meeting 
many interesting things developed. One 
of them was the proposed construc- 
tion of a tremendous pipe line from the 
northern part of Louisiana to New Or- 
leans, a distance of about 350 miles. 
If this line is completed it will be the 
longest by far in the United States. 
The trouble with pipe lines in the past 
has been the danger of their bursting 
from heavy pressure. Steel pipe with 
rubber packed joints is meeting this 
difficulty now. The convention proved 
also that Pittsburg was the first of the 
big cities to have a natural gas supply. 
27 years ago. The gas men predict that 
scores of big cities now using arti- 
ficial gas or coal, will, within a few 


years, be burning natural gas at a 
cheap rate.

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League of Georgia Municipalities.— 
The subject of sanitation was the live 
feature before the League of Georgia 
Municipalities on the opening day’s 
session of this, its eighth annual con- 
vention, at Columbus, Ga. May 26. 
About one hundred Mayors, Aldermen, 
City Engineers and other officials were 
present and the papers and discussions 
were along practical lines. The con- 
vention was called to order at the Court 
House. Mayor Rhodes Browne, of 
Columbus, gave an address of welcome 
responded to by Mayor R. R. Martin. 
of Dawson. The annual address of the 
president, Mayor J. L. Fisher, of Fort 
Valley, and the report of the Secre- 
tary, John A. Betjman, of Albany, fol- 
lowed. When the afternoon session 
convened following an elaborate 
luncheon at the Muscogee Club, City 
Engineer W. C. Campbell, of Columbus, 
read a fine paper on modern sewerage 
methods. A paper by W. F. Bruner, 
Health Officer of Savannah, on the sub- 
ject of organized sanitation and disease 
prevention was read by Alderman F. 
C. Battey, of Savannah, Dr. Bruner be- 
attend in He 


ing unable to person. 
said that twenty years of organized 
sanitation had accomplished substan- 


tial results in Savannah, although there 
was much yet to be done. Dr. Bruner 
said that in many of the smaller towns 
of the state professional jealousy on 
the part of physicians and radical dif- 
ferences in the diagnosis of disease 
often permitted the continuance of dis- 


ease when it could be stamped out 
promptly by vigorous and united ef- 
fort. Sewer systems for small towns, 


on which subject there is now such an 
awakening throughout Georgia, were 
discussed at length. A portion of the 
-onvention, headed by City Engineer 
Barnett, of Athens, thought that the 
streams of the state should by all 
means be kept uncontaminated, and 
vanted to memorialize the legislature 
on that subject through the state board 
if health. Mayors of some smaller towns 
said that they could not afford septic 
tanks and other costly apparatus and 
that they were forced to dump their 


sewage into creeks and rivers, which 
hey regarded as the natural sewerage 
the country. Another topic that 


brought on lively debate was the state- 
ment of Mayor Cochran, of Barnes- 
ville, that by appointing a “practical” 
engineer although not a college gradu- 
te, the expense of installing a sewer- 
aye system there had been greatly re- 
duced. Mayor Dunbar, of Augusta, 
said that his city is now at great cost, 
otrecting errors made by “practical” 
nen in making city improvements there 
hundred years ago.

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State and Provincial Boards of Health 
of North America.—At the session held 
in the New Willard, Washington, D. C., 
June 4, a report of the committee on 
stream pollution was received. The 
members of the committee are Alex- 
ander H. Seymour, secretary New York 
State Department of Health; Dr. 
Charles O. Probst, secretary Ohio 
State Board of Health, and Dr. H, D. 
Holton, secretary of the Vermont State 
Board of Health. The report contains 
an abstract of recent laws regarding 
stream pollution and _ statistics of 
sewage disposal. Further legislation is 
demanded, and the widespread idea that 
the streams of the country are natural 
sewage carriers is denied. The ques- 
tion of interstate streams is fully con- 
sidered, and it is shown that as the 
Federal Government has no control at 
the present time over the matter of the 
pollution of streams, many of the most 
difficult questions cannot be solved at 
present. The recommendations of the 
report are that inasmuch as any dis- 
charge of organic matter into streams 
used as public water supplies is dan- 
gerous to the public health such prac- 
tices be disapproved; that as an ex- 
cessive discharge of organic matter into 
a stream creates a public nuisance and 
restricts its normal use and enjoyment 
it is recommended that partial purifica- 
tion be practised in such cases.

submitted by several companies, the Stand- 
ard Oil Company being the lowest by about 
2 cents, and the price being on the two 
grades of oil submitted, .0445 and .0495 per 
gallon. As it would take about 100,000 gal- 
lons to complete the work, the cost of the 
oil alone would be either $4,450 or $4,950, 
according to the grade of oil accepted. The 
Commissioners will endeavor to secure some 
one to take the entire contract before they 
separate the oil contract and the oil-cover- 
ing work. No objection is made to letting 
the work out separately, but the Commis- 
sioners will not buy the oil and have a 
white elephant on their hands. 

The first contracts for building roads un- 
der the $5,000,000 loan were awarded June 
1 by the State Roads Commission, when 
four contracts were let. Because members 
of the Commission believe the bids for six 
roads were too high, they were rejected 
and the specifications ordered readvertised.

Street Annunciator 


With the advent of the pay-as-you- 
enter street car and the necessity ot the 
conductor staying in one fixed posi- 
tion, much of the control of the pas- 
sengers has been lost. No longer can 
the conductor shove the crowds for- 
ward in the aisles by main force or 
directly enforce order among the 
passengers as he could on the old-style 
cars. To meet these changed condi- 
tions, experiments, which so far have 
proved very successful, are being made 
with the use of a megaphone placed at 
any desired position in the car and con- 
nected by a speaking tube with the 
platforms. This is also useful on ordin- 
ary cars. The advantages of this 
scheme are first, that the passengers 
can all distinctly hear the names of the 
streets as they are called and the con- 
ductor’s voice does not come to them 
as a mumble swallowed up by the 
crowd near the door. Furthermore, if 
the passengers are sure of hearing the 
names of the streets they will move 
forward in the car much more readily. 
He also has better control of the pas- 
sengers and can easily ask them to move 
forward and he has a chance to pre- 
serve better order by being able to talk 
to any unruly passengers. An example 
of this was shown when a man started 
to smoke in a car and the conductor 
described his position and dress and 
asked him to go onto the front platform 
where smoking is allowed. This called 
the attention of the other passengers 
to the man and he felt the uncomfort- 
ableness of his position, and went onto 
the platform. Moreover, the use of the 
annunciator makes the opening of the 
door unnecessary, thus preventing the 
admission of cold air in winter and 
dust in summer, which is a great ad- 
vantage both to passengers and to the 
company. 

Three of these attachments have 
been placed in the cars of the Chicago 
Railways Company, as shown in the ac- 
companying illustration. When the 
cars turn on loops only one speaking 
tube is provided. The first mouthpiece 














was made of metal but others are made 
of rubber. The annunciator is placed 
directly over the entrance end of the 
car. Another type is provided with 
speaking tube at either end of car for 
cars that turn on switches, and has two 
megaphones placed in the center of the 
car near the top of the sides. Another 
type used simply for calling the streets 
and which is being tried in Minne- 
apolis is made with the mouthpiece so 
placed that the motorman calls the 
streets. The advantage of this is that 
the motorman can see the streets better 
than the conductor but it has the dis- 
advantage that it adds to the motor- 
man’s work which is already enough. 
This apparatus is manufactured by the 
Curtain Supply Co., 85 East Ohio 
street, Chicago.

Meriam-Abbott Company, also of 
Cleveland, builder of gas _ engines, 
were consolidated on June 1, the name 
of the new company being the Bruce- 
Macbeth Engine Company. Both of 
the above companies have been long 
established in Cleveland, and _ their 
amalgamation makes one of the larg- 
est and strongest companies of its kind. 
The Macbeth Iron Company dates 
from the year 1870, having been known 
until late years as Macbeth & Com- 
pany. The Meriam-Abbott Company, 
predecessors of the Bruce-Meriam-Ab- 
bott Company, was organized in 1900, 
and has been one of the pioneers in the 
manufacture of the commerical gas en- 
gine and its development to the pres- 
ent standard of perfection. It is the 
purpose of the Bruce-Macbeth Engine 
Company to continue the business of 
both of the former companies on a 
much larger scale than before. The 
manufacture and development of the 
gas engine will be continued and the 
former line of work of the Macbeth 
Iron Company, building of blowing en- 
gines, and general machine and 
foundry work, will be conducted as 
heretofore. It is the intention of 
the new company to concentrate the 
two present plants at the former 
plant of the Macbeth Iron Com- 
pany, on Center street, N. W., Cleve- 
land. Alterations to the present build- 
ings will be made and several new 
buildings will be erected to accommo- 
date the enlarged business and the 
combined equipment of the two com- 
panies in one plant will make a very 
complete and modern shop. The of- 
ficers of the company are as follows: 
W. C. Bruce, president; C. W. Kelly, 
vice-president; C. J. Snow, secretary 
and treasurer; C. E. Curtiss, manager. 
The above, with A. D. Macbeth, J. B. 
Meriam and F. B. Abbott, constitute 
the Board or Directors. Mr. Bruce, 
President, was formerly president of 
the Bruce-Meriam-Abbott Company. 
Messrs. Kelly. Snow and Curtiss retain 
the same positions formerly held in the 
Macbeth Iron Company. 

Leadite—The Leadite Company, 
1232 Land Title Building, Philadelphia, 
Pa., has issued an illustrated booklet 
regarding its composition for pipe 
joints. The leading illustration shows 
a pipe jointed with “Leadite” subjected 
to a test of 300 pounds pressure per 
square inch. Other illustrations show 
methods of running joints with “Lead- 
ite.’ The special merit claimed for 
the material is the economy resulting 
from the fact that “Leadite” weighs 
118 pounds per cubic foot when melted 
block form, whereas lead weighs 708 
pounds per cubic foot, so that one ton 
of “Leadite” will do as much work as 
four tons of lead. No calking is re- 
quired in the use of this material, as it 
takes a strong hold on the pipe. It is 
claimed that pipe lines joined with 
“Leadite” will show little or no leak- 
age. 

Electric Lamps.—The National Elec- 
tric Lamp Association, 4411 Hough 
Avenue, Cleveland, O.. in Bulletin No. 
6E, gives valuable facts regarding the 
Tungsten Sign Lamp as developed up 
to the present date and other informa- 
tion hitherto unpublished. A few of 
the subjects treated in this bulletin 
are: Cost of Operation; Uses; Equip- 
ment for Both Alternating and Direct- 
current Circuits; Flashers, Etc. 
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Contracts for Audit.—The American 
Audit Company has been authorized by 
Mayor J. Barry Mahool of Baltimore, 
Md., to begin immediately a thorough 
audit of all the departments of the city 
government, with a view not only to 
examining the accuracy of the accounts 
in the different departments, but to 
making recommendations for such 
changes in the methods of accounting 
and checking as will prevent a recur- 
rence of such irregularities as those 
which have recently occurred in a num- 
ber of departments. The Audit Com- 
pany will also undertake to make 
recommendations which will increase 
the efficiency of the departments and 
reduce the liability of loss from care- 
lessness. The Mayor decided to award 
the contract to the American Audit 
Company on the advice of a number of 
local auditors and business men and 
also on the strong recommendation of 
the Municipal Research Commission. 

Train Load of Fire Apparatus.—A 
solid train of fire apparatus valued at 
$120,000 was recently shipped from 
Elmira, N. Y., over the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, consigned to the Philadel- 
phia Fire Department. It consisted of 
twelve cars loaded with steam fire en- 
gines and three aerial trucks from EIl- 
mira, N. Y. The train created no little 
interest along the route. 

Rubber Tires.—‘I favor penalization 
for tire trouble in any and every en- 
durance run, reliability contest or long- 
distance race,” said H. S, Firestone, the 
well-known tire manufacturer, “and I 
believe the A. A. A. will miss the op- 
portunity of the year if they do not 
penalize for tire trouble in the Glidden 
Tour. Just why the question of tire 
service is usually left out of all calcu- 
lation in these events is hard to under- 
stand, in view of the important part 
which tires play in motor car efficiency. 
The greatest need of the industry to- 
day is better tire service, and no one 
knows this quite as well as the motor- 
ist who has had poor tire equipment. 
Tire penalties cannot but aid in demon- 
strating the comparative service-life of 
tires; they may also be expected to 
show whether or not the motor car 
manufacturer is using large enough tire 
equipment for the weight and speed of 
his car. The present is an especially 
opportune time to introduce tire penal- 
ties, in view of the charges recently 
made that tires for automobile events 
are selected not because of their ser- 
vice value but because they are pre- 
sented gratis for advertising purposes. 
It is to be hoped that the contest com- 
mittee will take the lead in tire penal- 
ization and set a precedent for the man- 
agers of other events. Car owners in 
general will be certain to profit eventu- 
ally in the shape of more efficient tire 
service.” 

Steel Forms for Concrete Construc- 
tion.—George W. Jackson, Inc., 175 
W. Jackson Boulevard, Chicago, II. 
has issued a booklet describing patent- 
ed. steel forms for concrete construc- 
tion. They are practicable for the con- 
struction of continuous reinforced hol- 
low or solid walls, silos, docks, culverts, 
bins, retaining walls, partitions, eleva- 
tors, dams, tunnels, sewers, conduits, 
fences, arches, stalls and reinforced 
concrete buildings of every description. 
These forms are made of sheet steel, 
stiffened with angle irons on the outer 
edges. The ribs or supports for the 
plates are channel or angle irons, con- 
nected together by bolts. The forms 
are either sold or rented by the Jack- 
son Company to municipal contractors 
and others.
